In  this  volume,  every  act  which  received  the  assent  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  legislature,  three-fifths  of  all 
the  members  elected  to  either  house  thereof  being  present,  pur- 
suant to  section  25  of  article  3  of  the  constitution  of  this  state, 
is  designated  under  its  title  by  the  words  "passed,  three-fifths 
being  present/'  And  every  act  which  received  the  assent  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  branch  of  the  legis- 
lature, pursuant  to  section  15  of  article  3  of  the  constitution  of 
this  state,  is  designated  under  its  title  by  the  words  "  passed,  a 
majority  being  present."  And  every  act  which  received  the 
assent  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  branch  of 
the  legislature,  pursuant  to  section  20  of  article  3  of  the  con- 
stitution of  this  state,  is  designated  under  its  title  by  the  words 
"  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote."  [See  l^slative  law,  laws  of  1909, 
chapter  37,  §  44.] 
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PUBLICATION  OF  SESSION  LAWS. 


§  45.  Publioatioii  of  seflsion  laws;  contents  of  published  yolnmes  of 
laws.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  annually  cause  the 
session  laws  to  be  published  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  legislature.    Such  volumes  shall  contain : 

1.  A  statement  of  the  names  and  residences  of  the  govemor, 
lieutenant-governor,  senators  and  members  of  assembly,  the  pre- 
siding officers  and  clerks  of  both  houses  in  office  during  each 
session. 

2.  The  laws  and  concurrent  resolutions  passed  at  each  session. 
8.  Amendments  to  the  state  constitution  approved  and  ratified 

by  the  people  at  the  last  preceding  general  election. 

4.  Tables  showing  the  laws  and  parts  thereof  amended  or 
repealed  by  such  laws, 

5.  Indexes  of  the  laws  and  concurrent  resolutions  contained  in 
such  volumes. 

6.  Such  other  matters  as  are  required  by  law  to  be  published 
in  such  volumes. 

Such  laws,  concurrent  resolutions,  tables,  indexes  and  other 
matters  so  required  to  be  published  shall  be  prepared  for  publi- 
cation in  the  state  library  under  the  supervision  of  the  director 
thereof.  Side  notes  or  section  headings  shall  be  inserted  indi- 
cating the  subject-matter  of  the  several  sections  of  the  laws  and 
concurrent  resolutions.  Suitable  references  to  existing  general 
or  consolidated  laws,  codes,  or  special  or  local  laws  may  be  made 
in  foot  notes  or  otherwise.  The  said  director  may  submit  to  the 
state  printing  board  changes  in  the  style  of  execution  as  to  type 
and  paper,  which,  when  approved  by  such  board,  shall  be  the 
style  of  execution  to  be  thereafter  followed  in  the  publication  of 
session  laws.  All  contracts  hereafter  entered  into  for  the  print- 
ing of  session  laws  shall  be  for  terms  of  two  years,  and  shall  pro- 
vide for  the  printing  thereof  in  the  style  as  so  approved,  and  with

iLN  ACT  authorizing  the  canal  board  to  abandon  certain  canal 

lands  situated  in  the  town  of  Stillwater,  county  of  Saratoga, 

state  of  New  York,  and  authorizing  the  commissioners  of  the 

land  office  to  sell  and  convey  the  same  to  the  United  States  of 

America. 

Became  a  law  January  23,  1918,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed 

by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  canal  board  is  hereby  authorized,  by  resolution  Abandon. 
adopted  by  the  aiRrmative  votes  of  at  least  three  members  thereof  SIthorued. 
in  addition  to  the  affirmative  votes  of  the  state  engineer  and  sur- 
veyor and  the  superintendent  of  public  works,  to  abandon  for 
canal  purposes  all  that  tract  or  parcel  of  land  situate  in  the  town 
of  Stillwater,  county  of  Saratoga,  state  of  New  York,  being  a 
part  of  the  lands  embraced  within  the  "blue  line"  of  the  old 
Champlain  canal  as  shown  on  sheets  twenty-two  and  twenty-three 
of  maps  of  state  lands  made  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten, 
and  amendatory  laws,  submitted  by  the  state  engineer  and  sur- 
veyor to  and  approved  by  the  canal  board  on  April  twelfth,  nine- 
teen hundred   and   seventeen,    and   bounded   and   described   asDescrip-

Beginning  at  a  monument  in  the  westerly  blue  line  of  the  old  *'*'^^"'**** 
Champlain  canal,  said  monument  being  south  thirty-eight  degrees, 
three  minutes,  fifty  seconds  west  five  hundred  twenty-nine  and 
seventy-nine  hundredths  feet  from  station  490+83.80  of  the  base 
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line  shown  on  the  above  mentioned  maps,  said  monument  being 
at  the  intersection  of  the  property  line  between  the  lands  of  the

hundred  and  nineteen;  thence  along  said  blue  line  south  thirty- 
one  degrees,  five  minutes  west  seventy-two  and  twelve  hundredths

of  America  as  herein  provided. 

§  2.  In  case  said  lands  are  abandoned  for  canal  purposes  as  in 
section  one  hereof  provided  for,  the  commissioners  of  the  land 
office  shall  cause  an  examination  and  appraisal  thereof  to  be  made 
and  a  verified  report,  containing  the  results  of  such  examination 
and  appraisal  shall  be  made  and  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state. 

§  3.  The  commissioners  of  the  land  office  may  sell  and  convey 
to  the  United  States  of  America  the  right,  title  and  interest  of 
the  state  of  New  York  in  and  to  the  lands  which  have  thus  been 
abandoned,  or  any  part  or  portion  thereof,  including  buildings 
and  structures,  if  any,  erected  thereon  for  not  less  than  the  value 
thereof  as  fixed  by  the  aforesaid  appraisal,  on  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  to  them  may  seem  to  be  advantageous  to  the  state, 
and  may  execute  and  deliver  a  deed  thereof. 

§  4.  The  provisions  of  sections  fifty-eight,  fifty-nine  and  fif^- 
nine-a  of  the  public  lands  law  of  Uie  state  of  Kew  York^  as 
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amended^  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety-nine  of  the  laws  df  ^*  JfoJ."**' 
nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  shall  apply  to  any  conveyance  made  ^*^' 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Monayi  Scction  1.  Moncys  appropriated  by  chapter  one  hundred  and 

for*  «p.  eighty-one  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen  for  the 
S^'miu  national  guard  for  personal  service  and  for  tho  various  items  of

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  harvesting  and  storage  of  ice  on  the 
Hudson  river,  to  regulate  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  artificial 
ice  and  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  an  ice  comptroller,. 
and  making  an  appropriation  tiieref  or. 

Became  a  law  Febmary  IS,  1018,  with  the  approval  of  the  Gkyvernor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.    Benjamin  B.  Odell  is  hereby  appointed  ice  comp-  im  oomp- 
troUer  and  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  herein-  ^intU^ 
after  prescribed.    The  said  ice  comptroller  is  hereby  authorized,  contneu 
and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  so  far  as  in  his  judgment  the  public  a^  oc 
interest  requires,  to  contract  in  behalf  of  the  state,  for  the  stor-   ^ 
age  during  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen  of  ice  to  be 
harvested  during  the  present  ice  season  on  or  near  the  Hudson 
river,  and  at  places  convenient  for  shipment  on  such  river  for 
the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  stata    The  amount  so  con- 
tracted to  be  stored  shall  not  exceed  two  million  tons  in  excess 
of  the  amount  usually  harvested  and  stored  along  or  near  the 
said  river.     Such  contract  shall  provide  that  the  state  shall  not 
in  any  case  be  required  or  be  liable  to  pay  under  said  contract 
any  loss  or  damage  suffered  by  the  contractor  by  reason  of  such 
storage,  unless  his  sale  ef  ice  or  opportunity  to  sell  at  the  usual 
market  price  prior  to  February  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine- 
teoi,  shall  be  less  than  the  amount  usually  harvested  and  stored 
by  him,  and  the  amount  of  any  additional  ice  contracted  to  be 
stored  pursuant  to  such  act    Such  contract  shall  further  provide 
that  if  any  such  contractor  by  reason  of  such  additional  storage 
shall  on  February  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  have  on 
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hand  ice  (not  exceeding  such  additional  fitorage)  which  he  has 
been  unable  to  sell  at  the  usual  market  price,  the  ice  comptroller 
shall  have  the  power  to  settle  and  fix  the  loss  or  damage  suffered 
by  such  contractor  by  reason  of  such  additional  storage,  including 
a  profit  of  not  to  exceed  ten  per  centiun  on  the  cost  of  harvesting 
and  storing  additional  ice  or  such  part  thereof  as  has  caused  him 
to  have  ice  on  hand  which  he  could  not  dispose  of,  and  after 
deducting  therefrom  the  value  of  such  ice  so  stored,  shall  fix  and 
determine  the  amount  to  which  the  said  contractor  is  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  state  by  reason  of  his  additional  storage  of 
ice.  And  such  contract  shall  further  provide  that  the  state  shall 
be  required  to  and  be  liable  to  pay  to  the  contractor  the  amount 
of  such  loss  or  damage.  All  contracts  made  by  the  ice  comp- 
troller under  this  section  shall  be  submitted  to  the  attorney- 
general  for  his  inspection  and  shall  not  be  effective  unless  approved 
by  the  attorney-general  as  to  their  form  and  sufficiency. 

§  2.  The  ice  comptroller  shall  submit  a  written  report  to  the 
legislature  at  some  time  during  the  session  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  nineteen,  which  report  shall  state  the  names  of  the  persons, 
partnerships  or  corporations  with  whom  contracts  were  made  as 
herein  provided,  and  shall  state  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  each 
of  such  persons,  partnerships  or  corporations  with  whom  such 
contracts  were  made,  on  account  of  the  liability  assumed  by  the 
state  by  virtue  of  such  contracts.  Appropriations  shall  be  made 
by  the  legislature  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  amounts 
due  under  such  contracts. 

§  3.^  A  person,  partnership  or  corporation  shall  not  manufac- 
ture artificial  ice  in  the  city  of  New  York,  on  Long  Island  or 
in  the  counties  bordering  on  the  Hudson  river  up  to  and  including 
the  counties  of  Albany  and  Rensselaer,  nor  shall  a  person,  part- 
nership or  corporation  engage  in  the  business  of  selling  and 
delivering  artificial  ice  in  any  city  having  more  than  one  million 
inhabitants  after  March  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  and 
before  February  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  and  with- 
out first  obtaining  a  license  to  be  issued  by  the  ice  comptroller 
in  a  form  to  be  prescribed  by  him.  Any  such  person,  partner- 
ship or  corporation  engaging  in  the  manufacture  of  artificial  ice 
in  such  localities  or  in  the  business  of  selling  and  delivering 
artificial  ice  in  any  such  city,  without  such  license,  shall  be 
subject  to  a  penalty,  to  be  recovered  by  the  attorney-general  upon

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information  furnished  by  the  ice  comptroller,  in  the  amount  of 
fifty  dollars  for  each  day  that  such  ice  is  manufactured  or  such 
business  is  so  engaged  in  without  such  license.  Any  person,  part- 
nership or  corporation  who  has  been  so  licensed,  who  fails  to 
comply  with  any  order,  rule  or  regulation  of  the  ice  comptroller 
or  any  competent  state  or  federal  authority  as  to  the  manufacture, 
lie  and  delivery  of  artificial  ice,  shall  forfeit  such  license. 

§  4.^    The  ice  comptroller  shall  have  power  to  appoint,  and  f^^^^ 
may  fix  the  compensation  of  such  clerks,  assistants  and  other  comp- 
employees  as  may  be  required  for  the  performance  of  the  duties  expena^: 
imposed  upon  him  by  this  act.    The  ice  comptroller  shall  be  enti-  tion. 
tied  to  receive  compensation  for  expenditures  necessarily  incurred 
by  him  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  under  this  act.     The 
compensation  of  clerks,  assistants  and  employees  appointed  by 
the  ice  comptroller,  and  the  expenses  necessarily  and  actually 
incurred  by  them  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  shall  be 
paid  out  of  moneys  appropriated  for  the  purpose,  upon  the  war- 
rant of  the  state  comptroller  issued  upon  proper  vouchers  approved 
by  the  ice  comptroller.    The  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  Appro- 
($25,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  5.   This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

KN  ACT  making  an  appropriation  to  provide  moneys  for  the  coul. 
pensation  of  the  legislative  librarian,  assistant  librarians  and 
messenger. 

Became  a  law  February  13,  1918,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  thirty-four  dollars 
and  fourteen  cents  ($734.14),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  to  repay  moneys  heretofore  pro- 
vided for  the  compensation  of  the  legislative  librarian,  two  assist- 
ant librarians  and  the  messenger  of  such  library  for  the  month  of

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June,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  including  interest  on  such 
moneys.

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  manner  of  holding  town  meetings  in 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen  in  certain  towns. 

Became  a  law  February  14,  1918,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  town  board  of  any  town  in  which  a  biennial 
town  meeting  is  to  be  held  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eigh- 
teen at  a  different  time  from  the  general  election  and  not  earlier 
than  ten  days  after  this  act  takes  effect,  and  in  which  the  town 
meetiHgs  are  not  now  held  in  two  or  more  election  districts,  may 
determine,  by  resolution,  that  the  biennial  town  meeting  in  such 
year  shall  be  held  in  the  several  existing  election  districts  of  the 
town  and  conducted  therein  by  the  inspectors  of  election  thereof 
instead  of  by  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  town.  The  provisions 
of  sections  sixty-five  and  sixty-six  of  the  town  law  shall  apply  to 
such  town  meeting  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  though  town 
meetings  were  held  in  such  town  in  its  election  districts  pursuant 
to  a  vote  of  the  electors  at  a  town  meeting. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Clnap.  7. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  election  law,  in  relation  to  meetings  for 
registration  for  special  elections  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  eighteen. 

Became  a  law  February  19,  1918,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Pasted, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly  J  do  enact  a>s  follows:

No  money  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of 
the  village,  except  in  pursuance  of  a  judgment  or  order  of  a  court, 
or  an  audit  and  allowance  by  the  board  of  trustees  and  an  order 
designating  the  fund,  signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned 
by  the  clerk,  or  by  an  order  of  a  board  of  commissioners  of  the 
village  upon  a  fund  within  its  jurisdiction.

TITLE  1. 

Boundaries  of  the  Village. 
Section  1.  Boundaries.  The  territory  embraced  within  the  fol- 
lowing bounds  shall  constitute  the  territory  of  the  village  of  Wat- 
kins,  namely:  Commencing  at  an  iron  pin  on  the  west  bank  of 
Seneca  lake,  north  twenty-three  degrees  fifty-seven  minutes  west, 
thirteen  hundred  and  eighty-six  feet  from  the  north  edge  of  the 
title  block  of  the  Madison  street  stone  bridge  over  Quarter  Mile

§  5.  Name;  continuance;  general  municipal  powers.  The  in- 
habitants, residents  within  the  territory  aforesaid,  shall  continue 
to  be  a  municipal  corporation  and  to  be  known  in  law  by  the  corpo- 
rate name  of  the  "  Village  of  Watkins,"  and  by  that  name  they

TITLE  3. 

Officebs;  Their  Election  and  Appointment.- 
§  10.  Elective  officers;  terms  of  office.  The  officers  of  said  vil- 
lage shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  the  electors  of  said  village  and 
shaU  hold  their  offices  respectively  as  herein  provided  and  until 
their  successors  shall  be  duly  qualified,  and  shall  be  a  president 
who  shall  be  elected  for  one  year  and  six  trustees,  each  elected  for 
three  years  so  that  the  president  and  two  trustees  shall  be  elected 
at  each  annual  election  in  place  of  those  whose  term  of  office  shall 
expire.  The  present  trustees  of  said  village  shall  continue  in 
office  for  the  terms  for  which  they  were  respectively  elected.  One 
treasurer  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  and  three  assess- 
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ors  who  shall  be  classified  one,  two  and  three  years,  so  that  one 
assessor  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  election  after  this  act 
takes  effect  in  the  place  of  those  whose  term  of  office  shall  expira 
A  clerk  shall  be  appointed  by  said  trustees  at  the  first  regular  meet- 
ing of  said  board  after  such  annual  election. 

§  11.  Who  are  eligible.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  or  appointed 
to  any  office  unless  he  shall  at  the  time  be  a  resident  and  elector 
of  said  village;  and  whenever  any  officer  of  said  village  shall 
cease  to  be  a  resident  thereof,  his  office  shall  be  vacated.  Every 
elective  officer  hereafter  chosen  must  be  at  the  time  of  his  election 
and  during  the  term  of  his  office  the  owner  of  property  assessed 
upon  the  last  preceding  assessment  roll  of  the  villaga 

§  12.  legal  voters.  Every  inhabitant  actually  residing  in  said 
village,  who  shall  have  been  such  actual  resident  of  said  village  for 
thirty  days  next  prior  to  the  time  of  offering  his  vote  and  who 
shall  at  the  time  of  offering  his  vote  be  qualified  to  vote  for  member 
of  assembly,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  all  officers  to  be  elected 
by  virtue  of  this  act ;  and  also  every  person  residing  in  the  towns 
of  Dix  and  Reading,  who  owns  real  estate  in  the  said  village  to  the 
value  of  one  hundred  dollars  and  over  and  whose  place  for  the 
transaction  of  his  ordinary  business  is  in  said  village  if  otherwise 
qualified  as  hereinbefore  specified,  shall  in  like  manner  be 
entitled  to  vote  for  said  officers. 

§  13.  Elections;  when  held.  The  election  of  officers  under 
this  act  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  April  in 
each  year,  at  such  places  in  said  village  as  shall  be' designated  by 
the  trustees,  and  ten  days'  notice  of  such  election  and  the  place 
thereof  shall  be  given  by  publishing  the  same  in  all  the  newspapers 
printed  in  said  village  or  by  posting  the  same  in  three  of  the  most 
public  places  in  said  village. 

§  14.  Inspectors  of  election.  The  trustees  shall  be  inspectors 
of  election,  and  they  or  any  one  of  them  shall  preside  at  all  elec- 
tions, and  in  case  no  trustee  shall  be  present  the  electors  present 
may  appoint  a  chairman  to  preside;  the  presiding  officers  at  such 
elections  are  authorized  to  preserve  order,  to  judge  of  the  qualifica- 
tions of  electors,  canvass  the  ballots  and  declare  the  persons  elected 
by  the  greatest  number  of  votes,  and  shall  file  such  statement  forth- 
with with  the  clerk  of  the  village  who  shall  thereupon  notify  the 
several  officers  of  their  election. 

§  15.  Vacancies.  If  "any  vacancy  shall  happen  in  any  elective 
office  the  board  of  trustees  may  appoint  an  elector  of  the  village  to 
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fill  the  vacancy,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  hold  the  office 
until  the  next  annual  election  and  the  election  and  qualification  of 
a  successor. 

§  16.  Oath  o£  ofEice.  Every  person  who  shall  be  elected  or 
appointed  to  any  office  shall  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties 
thereof  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  required  by  the  constitution 
of  the  state/  which  oath  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  village 
and  may  be  taken  before  and  certified  by  any  officer  authorized  to 
administer  oaths. 

§  17.  Hcglcct  to  take  oath.  If  any  person  who  shall  have  been 
duly  elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  in  said  village  shall  for  five 
days  after  being  notified  of  such  election  or  appointment  n^lect 
or  refuse  to  take  the  oath  of  office  or  to  file  the  same  with  the  clerk 
he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  declined. 

§  18.  PrcBident'i  duties.  The  president  of  the  village  shall  be 
its  executive  officer  and  head  of  the  police  force.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  president  to  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  trustees; 
to  call  special  meetings  whenever  he  shall  think  proper ;  to  receive 
complaints  of  any  breach  of  the  by-laws,  rules,  regulations  and 
ordinances,  to  see  that  they  are  faithfully  executed  and  observed, 
and  to  prosecute  in  the  corporate  name  of  the  village  for  all  offenses 
against  the  same. 

§  19.  Duties  of  the  clerk.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of 
said  village  to  keep  the  books,  paj^ers  and  records  belonging  to 
said  corporation ;  to  record  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose the  rules,  votes,  orders,  regulations  and  proceedings  of  the 
inhabitants  at  their  annual  and  special  meetings  and  also  the  by- 
laws, votes,  ordinances  and  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees; 
to  keep  an  accurate  account  under  appropriate  heads  of  expendi- 
tures, of  all  orders  drawn  on  the  treasurer  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for 
that  purpose;  to  notify  officers  of  their  election  or  appointment 
as  soon  as  may  be  after  such  election  or  appointment,  and  to  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  the  trustees  mav  from  time  to  time  re- 
quire  of  him ;  and  the  said  trustees  may  allow  him  such  compen- 
sation for  his  services  as  they  shall  deem  proper. 

§  20.  Duties  of  assessors.'  The  assessors  shall  perform  all  the 
duties  in  relation  to  the  assessment  of  the  property  in  said  village 
for  the  purpose  of  village  taxation  in  the  same  manner  as  town 

assessors,  or  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  prescribe,  and  their

assessment  roll  shall  be  completed  and  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  meeting  to  review  their  assessments  given  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  May,  in  each  year;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
assessors  when  engaged  in  making  the  annual  assessment  of  real 
and  personal  estate  in  said  village  to  ascertain  the  names  of  all 
persons  in  the  village  who  are  liable  to  a  poll  tax  for  highway 
purposes  and  to  enter  the  same  with  their  assessment  roll  to  the 
trustees  of  the  village.  Each  assessor  shall  receive  for  his  com- 
pensation such  reasonable  sum  as  the  trustees  may  allow  therefor. 

§  21.  Oficers  to  ezeonte  bonds.  Every  trustee  whether  elected 
or  appointed  shall  within  ten  days  after  notice  of  election  or  ap- 
pointment and  before  he  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  his 
duties  execute  an  official  undertaking  in  the  sum  of  three  thousand 
dollars  with  sureties  given  by  a  recognized  and  responsible  bond- 
ing company,  to  be  approved  by  a  judge  or  justice  of  a  court  of 
record.  All  other  elective  and  appointive  officers  of  the  village, 
if  they  shall  be  required  by  reason  of  their  duties  as  officials  to 
receive  or  disburse  funds  belonging  to  said  village  in  an  aggregate 
amount  exceeding  fifty  dollars  yearly  shall,  before  they  enter  upon 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  execute  a  bond  to  the  village 
by  its  corporate  name  in  such  sum  and  with  such  sureties  as  the 
trustees,  or  a  majority  thereof,  shall  approve,  conditioned  that 
they  shall  faithfully  execute  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices 
and  account  for  and  pay  over  all  moneys  received  by  them  respec- 
tively according  to  law,  which  when  approved  shall  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  said  village. 

§  22.  Treasurer's  duties.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all 
moneys  belonging  to  the  village  and  keep  an  account  of  all  receipts 
and  expenditures.  All  moneys  dravm  from  the  treasury  shall  be 
drawn  in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  the  board  of  trustees  by  war- 
rant signed  by  the  clerk  and  countersigned  by  the  president  or 
presiding  officer  for  the  time  being  of  said  board  of  trustees.  The 
treasurer  shall  exhibit  and  report  to  the  trustees  once  each  year, 
and  oftener  as  they  may  require,  a  full  account  of  their  receipts 
and  expenditures  and  also  of  the  state  of  the  treasury. 

§  23.  Village  board  o£  health.  The  board  of  health  of  the 
village  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties 
provided  by  the  public  health  law. 
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TITLE  4. 

BoABD  OF  Tbustees;  Powbbs  and  Duties. 

§  25.  Meetings;  preuding  officer;  quomm.  The  board  of 
trustees  shall  meet  at  such  places  within  said  village  and  at  such 
times  as  they  shall  by  resolution  direct.  They  may  also  meet  at 
any  time  and  at  any  place  within  the  village  when  called  for  that 
purpose  by  the  president  or  notified  by  the  derk;  and  the  clerk 
may  call  special  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees  at  any  time  on 
written  request  of  two  trustees.  The  president  when  present  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees  and  shall  have 
the  right  to  vote  on  all  matters  or  questions  coming  before  said 
board.  In  his  absence  any  one  of  the  trustees  may  be  appointed 
chairman  for  the  time.  A  majority  of  the  board  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  26.  General  powers.  The  trustees  shall  have  the  manage- 
ment and  control  of  the  finances  and  all  the  property,  real  and 
personal,  belonging  to  the  said  corporation,  all  the  powers  and 
must  perform  all  the  duties  of  a  separate  board  of  water,  fire, 
light,  sewer  or  cemetery  commissioners  if  the  village  has  no  such 
separate  board,  and  in  that  case  a  provision  applying  to  any  of 
such  boards  applies  to  the  board  of  trustees  and  they  shall  have 
power  and  authority  within  such  village  to  make,  ordain,  enact, 
publish,  modify  and  amend  and  repeal  rules,  regulations,  ordi-* 
nances  and  by-laws  for  the  following  purposes: 

1.  To  prevent  vice  and  immorality ;  to  preserve  the  peace  and 
good  order ;  to  prevent  and  quell  riots  and  disorderly  assemblages ; 

2.  To  regulate  the  police  of  said  village ; 

8.  To  restrain,  suppress  and  prohibit  disorderly  drinking,  tip- 
pling and  gaming  houses;  to  destroy  instruments  and  devices 
used  for  gaming  and  to  prohibit  all  gaming  and  fraudulent  de- 
vices within  said  village ; 

4.  To  prohibit  giving  away  or  selling  to  be  drunk  any  intoxi- 
cating liquor  to  any  child  or  youth  under  twenty-one  years  of  age 
without  tibe  consent  of  his  or  her  parents  or  guardian ; 

5.  To  prohibit,  restrain  and  regulate  all  exhibitions  of  any 
natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  caravans  of  animals,  theatricals 
and  other  shows  and  exhibitions,  circuses  or  other  performances 
or  exhibitions  for  money  or  hire,  and  to  authorize  the  same  on 
such  terms  as  the  trustees  shall  deem  expedient ; 

6.  To  suppress  and  restrain  hou?ys  of  ill-fame,  and  control  and 
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regulate  or  prohibit  billiard  tables,  bowling  alleys  and  pistol 
galleries ; 

7.  To  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  any  grocery,  tallow 
chandler's  shop,  soap  factory,  tanning  stall,  privy  or  sewer  or 
any  other  unwholesome,  offensive  or  nauseous  house  or  place,  to 
cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same  from  time  to  time  as  often  as 
in  the  opinion  of  the  trustees  the  same  may  be  necessary  for  the 
health,  comfort  or  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  village ; 

8.  To  direct  the  location  of  all  slaughter  houses'  and  houses 
for  storing  gun  powder  or  other  combustible  substances,  and  to 
regulate  the  keeping  and  conveying  of  gun  powder  and  other 
dangerous  materials  and  the  use  of  candles  and  lights  in  barns  and 
other  buildings  J 

9.  To  prevent  horse  racing  and  immoderate  driving  in  the 
streets  of  said  village,  and  to  authorize  the  stopping  of  any  person 
guilty  thereof;  to  prevent  the  flying  of  kites,  rolling  of  hoops  and 
playing  ball  or  riding  down  hill  for  amusement  on  hand  sleds 
in  any  of  the  streets  of  said  village ;  to  regulate  and  prescribe  the 
number,  position  and  situation  of  shade,  ornamental  and  other 
trees  in  the  public  streets  and  along  the  sidewalks,  and  to  regulate, 
limit  and  prevent  the  depositing  and  leaving  of  fuel,  building 
materials,  articles  of  merchandise  and  other  objects  in  or  upon 
said  streets,  alleys  and  sidewalks  of  said  village;  to  prevent,  re- 
move and  cause  to  be  removed  any  incumbrance,  encroachment  or 
obstruction  in  or  upon  any  street,  sidewalk,  crosswalk,  highway, 
avenue,  road,  alley,  public  ground,  park  or  place,  by  any  fence, 
building,  stoop,  step,  staircase,  platform,  baj'  window,  sign,  awn- 
ing, area,  excavation,  cellar,  cellar  door,  or  by  any  other  structure 
or  thing,  or  by  any  act  whatever ;  and  in  case  of  any  such  incum- 
brance, encroachment  or  obstruction  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
village  beside  enforcing  the  penalties  and  forfeitures  which  they 
may  prescribe  therefor  shall  have  power  to  remove  or  cause  to 
be  removed  any  such  incumbrance,  encroachment  or  obstruction  by 
themselves,  or  by  any  committee,  officers,  agents  or  employees  or 
servant  of  said  board  of  trustees  who  shall  when  authorized 
thereto  by  said  board  have  full  power  and  authority  to  enter  into 
and  upon  the  property  or  premises  adjacent  to  or  projecting  or 
proceeding  from  whence  there  shall  be  any  such  incumbrance, 
encroachment  or  obstruction  for  the  purpose  of  removing  the 
same;  ancl  any  and  every  such  incumbrance,  encroachment  or 
obstruction  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  nuisance,  and  the 
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said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  prevent,  abate  and 
remove  the  same  summarily  or  by  injunction  according  to  the 
course  and  practice  of  the  court ;  the  removal  of  any  such  incum- 
brance, encroachment  or  obstruction  shall  be  at  the  cost  and 
expense  of  the  person  or  persons  causing  or  placing  the  same  or, 
in  the  discretion  of  said  board,  of  the  owner. or  occupants  of  said 
adjacent  premises  or  property;  and  said  board  of  trustees  are 
hereby  authorized  to  enforce  the  collection  of  such  costs  and 
expense  by  an  action  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  the 
corporate  name  of  the  village ; 

10.  To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses,  swine 
and  geese  and  to  authorize  the  distraining,  impounding  and  sale 
of  the  same  for  the  penalty  and  costs  of  keeping  and  proceedings ; 

11.  To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing  and  depositing 
within  the  limits  of  said  village  any  decayed  carcass  or  any  other 
unwholesome  substance;  and  to  require  the  removal  and  destruc- 
tion by  any  person  who  shall  have  or  leave  upon  his  or  her 
premises  any  substance  or  any  putrid  meats,  fish,  hides  or  skin 
of  any  kind  and  on  his  or  her  default  the  removal  or  destruction 
thereof  by  some  officer  of  the  village ; 

12.  To  compel  all  persons  to  keep  the  sidewalks  in  front  of  the 
premises  owned  or  occupied  by  them  free  from  snow,  ice  and 
dirt  and  to  compel  the  cleaning  of  the  streets  by  the  persons  own- 
ing or  occupying  the  premises  fronting  thereon ; 

13.  To  regulate  the  ringing  of  bells  and  the  crying  of  goods, 
wares  and  merchandise  or  other  commodities  in  said  village; 

14.  To  prevent  and  regulate  the  running  at  large  of  dogs  within 
Baid  village ; 

15.  To  require  the  removal  from  said  village  of  all  persons  not 
residents  thereof  having  infectious  or  pestilential  diseases,  and  to 
anthorize  any  officer  of  said  village  to  remove  such  person ; 

16.  To  direct  the  keeping  and  returning  of  bills  of  mortality ; 

17.  To  establish,  make,  regulate  and  guard  public  reservoirs, 
pumps,  wells  and  prevent  unnecessary  waste  of  water ; 

18.  To  prescribe  the  powers  and  duties  of  watchmen ; 

19.  To  establish  and  regulate  public  pounds,  appoint  keepers 
thereof  and  regulate  their  compensations  and  fees ; 

20.  To  restrain  and  regulate  hawking  and  peddling  in  the 
fitreets  of  said  village ; 

21.  To  provide  for  the  abatement  and  removal  of  all  nuisance ; 

22.  To  prescribe  the  duties  of  all  officers  appointed  by  the 
trustees  and  their  compensation ;

23.  To  fix  and  establish  fire  limits  within  which  the  erection 
of  any  frame  or  wood  structures. may  be  prohibited ;  and  to  direct 
that  any  and  all  buildings  thereafter  erected  within  the  pre- 
scribed limits  shall  be  constructed  with  fire  walls  and  fire  proof 
roofs,  under  such  penalties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  said  boar<? 
of  trustees;  but  the  power  herein  granted  shall  not  be  exercised 
by  said  board  of  trustees  unless  two-thirds  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  said  board  concur  therein.  To  establish  and  organize 
a  fire  department  to  be  composed  of  one  or  more  fire,  hook  and 
ladder  companies  in  said  village,  the  members  of  which  company 
or  companies  not  to  exceed  fifty  to  each  engine  or  hose  cart,  and 
to  regulate  the  management,  use  and  protection  of  the  engines, 
hose  carts,  hooks  and  ladders  belonging  to  said  village,  prescribe 
the  powers  and  duties  of  the  fire,  hose,  hook  and  ladder  com- 
panies, and  all  members  thereof  in  any  particular,  the  members  of 

'    which  shall  always  be  subject  to  removal  by  the  trustees; 

24.  To  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  exhibition  of  fireworks, 
the  explosion  of  gunpowder  and  other  explosive  materials  and  the 
discharge  of  firearms  within  said  village; 

25.  To  protect  property,  both  real  and  personal,  of  individuals 
at  times  of  fire  and  to  appoint  guards  for  the  protection  of  the 
same  and  to  prescribe  their  powers,  duties  and  compensation; 

26.  To  appoint  one  or  more  suitable  persons  to  enter  at  reason- 
able times  and  examine  all  houses,  stores,  yards,  and  out-build- 
ings to  ascertain  if  they  are  in  a  dangerous  state  in  regard  to 
fires,  and  direct  and  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  thereof  to  put 
the  same  in  a  safe  condition  and  in  default  to  appoint  any  person 
to  do  the  same  and  collect  the  expense  thereof  from  the  owner 
or  occupant; 

27.  To  regulate  and  prescribe  the  compensation  of  the  derk 
and  other  ofiicials  and  employees  of  said  village; 

28.  To  provide  for  the  preservation  of  shade  and  ornamental 
trees  in  and  upon  the  parks,  public  grounds  and  streets  of  said 
village  and  to  prevent  injury  to  the  same; 

29.  To  provide  for  the  making  and  preservation  of  fences 
around  the  park  and  public  grounds  of  said  village  and  to  prevent 
injury  to  the  same; 

30.  To  prevent  enj  injury  to  the  park  or  other  public  groiinds 
in  said  village  and  to  provide  for  the  improvement,  adorning  and 
beautifying  of  the  same,  and  to  prevent  the  defacement,  injury, 
despoilment,  destruction,  cutting,  marring  or  marking  of  any 
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moniim^it  or  other  memento,  and  of  the  trees,  shrubs,  plants  and 
flowers  therein  and  the  fences  around  the  same. 

81.  To  provide  for  lighting  the  streets  in  the  village,  and  the 
protection  and  safety  of  the  public  lamps,  and  to  regulate  the 
laying  of  gas  pipes  and  fixtures  in  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said 
village  and  prevent  injury  to  the  same. 

32.  To  regulate  cabmen,  drivers  of  hackney  carriages,  stages 
or  omnibuses  for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  to  fix,  limit 
and  regulate  their  rates  of  compensation,  to  license  them,  and  to 
require  them  to  have  licenses  issued  by  authority  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  said  village. 

33.  To  regulate  runners,  stage  drivers  and  others  in  soliciting 
passengers  and  others  to  travel  or  ride  in  any  stage,  carriage  or 
omnibus  or  to  go  to  any  hotel  or  otherwise. 

84.  To  provide  for  the  safety  of  persons  in  public  halls,  build- 
ings and  audience  rooms,  and  to  require  ample  and  safe  facilities 
for  ^ress  in  case  of  fire. 

35.  To  give  names  to  the  streets,  and  numbers  to  the  lots  and 
tenements  and  to  change  the  same. 

36.  To  prohibit  and  restrain  every  game,  practice  or  amuse- 
ment in  the  public  streets  or  elsewhere  having  a  tendency  to 
frighten  teams  and  horses,  or  to  injure  or  annoy  persons  passing 
in  or  along  the  highway  or  the  streets,  or  to  endanger  property. 

37.  To  care,  manage  and  protect  any  cemetery  grounds  which 
shall  be  owned  by  the  village  and  to  provide  for  the  use,  care  and 
protection  of  the  lots  therein,  to  regulate  the  conduct  of  persons 
within  the  cemetery  grounds,  to  exclude  improper  persons  there- 
from, to  establish  dividing  marks  between  the  various  lots,  and 
parts  of  lots,  and  to  fix  their  size,  shape  and  price,  to  prevent  im- 
proper monuments,  effigies  and  structures  within  the  same,  to 
r^ulate  the  introduction  and  growth  of  plants,  trees  and  shrubs 
within  said  cemetery  grounds  and  authorize  the  removal  of  any 
such  which  may  have  been  introduced  therein,  and  to  further 
regulate  the  conduct  of  said  cemetery  as  in  their  opinion  shall  be 
deemed  wise  and  expedient,  providing  such  regulations  do  not  con- 
flict with  federal  or  state  statutes  relative  to  the  conduct  and  oper- 
ation of  cemeteries;  to  take  and  hold  any  property  given,  be- 
queathed or  devised  to  them  in  trust,  to  apply  such  property  or  the 
income  thereof,  for  the  improvement  or  embellishment  of  such 
cemetery,  and  for  the  caring  for  and  maintaining  a  lot  thereini 
according  to  the  terras  of  such  grant,  devise  or  bequest.

38.  To  compel  any  steam  railway  company  or  corporation  run- 
ning locomotive  engines  and  cars  across  any  of  the  principal 
traveled  public  streets  or  thoroughfares  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  said  village,  to  employ  and  station  a  watchman  or  guard 
at  any  place  where  the  locomotive  engines  and  cars  of  such  com- 
pany or  corporation  cross  such  street  or  thoroughfare ;  and  in  case 
of  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  such  company  or  corporation  to  employ 
and  station  such  watchman  or  guard  at  such  crossing,  said  trus- 
tees may  employ  and  station  such  watchman  or  guard  and  sue 
for  and  recover  the  expense  of  the  same  from  said  company  op 
corporation. 

39.  To  erect  and  maintain  upon  village  grounds,  or  to  rent  and 
furnish  necessary  buildings  for  holding  elections,  for  the  use  of 
village  oflScers  or  for  other  necessary  village  purposes,  and  to  fui^ 
nish  necessary  books,  supplies,  stationery  and  other  necessary 
things  for  the  use  of  village  officers  or  employees. 

§  27.  Powers  as  to  nuisances.  The  said  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  determine  upon  view  or  testimony  of  witnesses,  who  may 
be  examined  on  oath  before  them,  such  oath  to  be  administered 
by  any  one  of  said  trustees,  whether  any  building,  slaughter 
house,  pig  sty,  stable,  privy,  sewer,  pool,  meat  market,  or  any 
other  structure,  substance  or  thing  whatever  within  said  village, 
is  a  nuisance,  upon  two  days'  notice  to  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
the  same,  and  to  abate  the  same  by  causing  it  to  be  removed; 
and  shall  have  full  power  to  enter  upon  the  premises  upon  which 
the  same  is  situated,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  removed ;  and  may 
also  impose  a  penalty  by  any  ordinance  of  said  village  in  respect 
to  any  such  nuisance,  and  enforce  the  same;  but  all  such  de- 
terminations shall  require  a  concurring  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all 
the  trustees  of  said  village. 

§  28.  Powers  as  to  disorderly  persons.  The  trustees  of  said 
village  and  each  of  them,  shall  have  power  ai  any  and  all  times  to 
cause  to  be  arrested  by  any  person  and  without  process,  any  and 
all  disorderly  persons,  drunken  persons,  and  common  prostitutes 
.found  in  the  streets  of  said  village,  and  cause  them  to  be  taken 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  residing  in  said  village,  to  be  by 
him  required  to  enter  into  sureties  for  future  good  behavior; 
and  shall  have  power  to  cause  such  persons  to  be  detained  until 
a  justice  of  the  peace  can  be  found  to  attend  to  the  hearing  of 
the  case;  and  shall  have  power  at  any  and  all  times  to  command 
assistance  from  any  inhabitant  of  said  village  to  quell  all  dis- 
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tutbances,  riots  or  ronts ;  and  shall  at  any  and  all  times,  in  cases 
of  fire  in  said  village,  have  the  power  to  command  the  assistance 
of  any  individual  or  individuals  not  connected  with  the  fire  de- 
partment for  the  protection  of  property  from  destruction  by  fire 
or  otherwise;  and  are  authorized  to  cause  to  be  arrested  all  sus- 
picious appearing  individuals  present  at  the  occurrence  of  fires; 
any  refusal  by  any  individual  to  comply  with  any  reasonable 
direction  or  request  of  said  trustees  or  any  or  either  of  them,  under 
any  authority  conferred  by  this  section,  shall  subject  the  indi- 
vidual so  refusing  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  and 
to  imprisonment  until  such  fine  be  paid  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

§  29.  To  provide  watduneo  and  policemen.  The  trustees  of 
said  village  shall  have  power  to  appoint  such  number  of  watch- 
men and  policemen  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  and  expedient 
for  said  village,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  either  temporarily  or 
permanently,  at  the  discretion  of  the  trustees;  but  the  time  for 
which  they  shall  be  appointed  shall  not  extend  beyond  the  time 
of  the  next  annual  charter  election  after  their  appointment 
Such  watchmen  and  policemen  shall  be  inhabitants  of  said  vil- 
lage and  electors  thereof,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  such  compensa- 
tion for  the  time  they  shall  be  in  actual  service  as  the  trustees 
shall  prescribe,  to  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  said  village. 

§  30.  Power  to  enforce  provisions  of  thia  act.  The  said  trus- 
tees shall  have  power  to  enforce  all  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
all  the  rules,  regulations,  ordinances  and  by-laws  by  them  enacted 
or  ordained  in  pursuance  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  them  by 
this  act,  by  enacting  or  ordaining  penalties  to  be  incurred  for 
each  and  every  violation  of  the  same,  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
dollars  for  any  one  offense,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  in  an  action 
in  the  corporate  name  of  said  village  in  any  court  having  cogniz- 
ance thereof;  and  no  person  shall  be  deemed  incompetent  either 
as  justice,  judge,  constable,  juror,  or  witness  by  reason  of  his 
being  an  inhabitant  of  said  village,  upon  any  trial  for  the  re- 
covery thereof. 

§  31.  Powers  as  to  sidewalks.  The  trustees  of  said  village 
shall  have  power  to  cause  the  sidewalks  on  the  streets  and  high- 
ways in  said  village  to  be  levelled,  raised,  gravelled,  flagged  and 
repaired,  and  ornamented  with  trees;  and  to  compel  the  owners 
or  occupants  of  any  lands  or  lots  adjoining  such  sidewalks  to 
make  such  improvement  upon  the  sidewalks  as  aforesaid;  and  to 
determine  and  prescribe  the  manner  of  doing  the  same,  and  the 
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materials  to  be  used  thereon,  and  the  quality  of  such  materials; 
and  in  case  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  such  land  or  lot  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  complete  such  required  improvements  within 
such  reasonable  time  as  may  be  required  by  the  trustees,  the  said 
trustees  may  cause  such  improvements  to  be  made  and  completed 
and  the  expenses  thereof  may  be  assessed  upon  such  owner  or 
occupant  neglecting  or  refusing  and  added  to  the  next  annual 
village  tax  upon  said  land  or  lots  and  be  collected  with  such 
annual  tax,  by  virtue  of  the  warrant  of  such  trustees  as  herein- 
after provided  in  respect  to  the  collection  of  taxes  and  assess- 
ments ;  and  the  said  trustees  may  also,  at  their  option,  direct  the 
collection  of  the  same  by  suit  against  such  owner  or  occupant  and 
the  same  may  be  recovered,  with  costs  of  suit  in  an  action  in  any 
court  having  cognizance  thereof,  by  and  in  the  name  of  the 
corporation. 

§  32.  Additional  miscellaneoTiB  powers.  The  trustees  of  the 
village  shall  have  power: 

1.  To  procure  fire  engines  and  other  apparatus  for  the  ex- 
tinguishment of  fires  in  said  village  and  have  the  charge  and  con- 
trol of  the  same,  and  to  provide  fit  and  secure  engine  houses  and 
other  places  for  keeping  and  preserving  the  same; 

2.  To  erect  and  maintain  a  lockup  or  designated  place  for  de- 
tention of  persons  arrested  under  this  chapter  or  under  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  village  and  to  contract  with  a  town  in  which  any 
part  of  the  village  is  situated  for  the  temporary  detention  in  such 
lockup  of  persons  arrested  in  such  town ; 

3.  To  purchase  or  lease  lands  or  buildings  for  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  a  market,  to  lease  such  market  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  to  prohibit  the  establishment  of  a  market  in  the 
village  except  at  such  place  as  it  may  designate; 

4.  To  cause  a  map  of  the  village  to  be  made  and  kept  on  file 
with  the  clerk,  and  to  cause  such  map  to  be  revised,  corrected  and 
reviewed ; 

5.  To  employ  an  attorney  and  pay  him  a  reasonable  com- 
pensation ; 

6.  To  designate  a  bank  or  banks  for  the  deposit  of  all  moneys 
received  by  the  treasurer,  and  to  require  of  such  banks  security 
for  the  repayment  thereof,  and  to  require  such  banks  where  vil 
lage  funds  are  deposited  to  report  at  any  time  the  correct  amount 
to  the  credit  of  the  village  and  to  require  interest  paid  on  the 
@ums  so  deposited ; 
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7.  To  provide  for  the  erection,  addition  or  extension  of  a  water 
system,  and  to  provide  for  the  maintenance  thereof,  the  fixing 
of  water  rents,  the  acquisition  of  additional  water  rights,  to  make 
connection  with  water  mains,  and  assessments  for  fire  protection, 
to  the  supplying  of  water  outside  the  corporation,  to  make  con- 
tracis  with  other  municipalities,  and  to  transact  any  and  all  busi- 
ness pertaining  to  the  erection,  extension  or  maintenance  of  a 
water  works  or  water  system,  by  the  adoption  of  rules,  r^ula- 
tions,  by-laws  and  ordinances; 

8.  To  provide  for  the  erection  or  extension  or  addition  to, 
and  maintenance  of  an  electric  lighting  plant,  the  fixing  of  rates 
and  the  establishment  of  penalties  and  such  other  things  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  and  expedient  in  supplying  the  village  streets, 
the  inhabitants  of  the  village,  or  any  person  or  persons  whomso- 
ever with  electric  energy ; 

9.  To  provide  for  the  construction  of,  extensions  to  and  mainte- 
nance of  a  sewer  system  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  said 
village,  to  fix  sewer  taxes  and  penalties  and  adopt  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations  and  ordinances  relative  to  the  use  of  same 
as  may  be  deemed  wise  and  expedient. 

§  33.  Bules,  regulations,  ordinances  and  by-laws.     Every  such 

rule,  regulation,  ordinance  or  by-law  imposing  any  penalty  or 
forfeiture  for  the  violation  of  its  provisions,  shall  take  effect  at 
such  time  after  the  passage  and  publication  thereof  as  shall  be 
therein  provided  and  shall  be  published  at  least  two  weeks  suc- 
cessively in  all  the  public  newspapers  printed  and  published  in 
said  village,  and  proof  of  such  publication,  by  the  affidavit  of  the 
printer  or  publisher  of  such  newspaper  or  newspapers,  taken 
before  any  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  shall  be  filed 
with  the  clerk  of  said  village,  and  such  affidavit  or  a  copy  thereof 
certified  by  the  clerk  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  the  legal  publi- 
cation and  promulgation  of  such  rule,  regulation,  ordinance  or  by- 
law in  all  courts  and  places.  Such  publication  may  also  be 
proved  by  any  other  competent  evidence.  Any  action  that  may 
be  bronght  to  recover  any  such  penalty  or  forfeiture  that  shall  be 
brought  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  may  be  commenced  by  sum- 
mons 01  warrant.  All  expenses  incurred  in  prosecuting  for  any 
penalty  or  forfeiture  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  corporation;  and 
all  moneys  recovered  or  collected  therefor  shall  be  paid  into  the 
treasury  of  the  village  for  the  use  of  said  corporation. 

§  34.  Penalties.  Every  person  offending  against  or  violating 
any  ordinance^  by-law  or  regulation  passed,  or  that  may  hereafter 
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be  passed,  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  village  of  Watkins,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  and,  in  default  of  the  pay- 
ment of  the  amount  of  the  fine  imposed,  the  offender  shall  be 
imprisoned  in  the  common  jail  of  the  county  one  day  for  each 
dollar  of  the  fine  so  imposed.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  interfere 
with  or  repeal  subdivision  seven  of  section  twenty-five  of  said  title 
four  of  said  act. 

TITLE  5. 

Fire  Department. 

§  40.  Elections  and  appointments  generally.  The  firemen 
shall  be  elected  or  appointed  to  the  different  companies  in  said 
fire  department  as  the  trustees  shall  direct,  but  any  such  election 
or  appointment  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  said  trustees 
and  with  their  consent. 

§  41.  Exemptions  of  members  from  militia  service.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  fire  department  of  said  village  shall,  during  the  term 
of  their  service  as  such,  be  exempt  from  serving  in  the  militia 
except  in  case  of  war,  invasion  or  insurrection,  and  shall  also  be 
exempt  from  poll  tax. 

§  42.  Board  of  trustees  of  the  fire  department.  The  board  of 
trustees  of  said  village  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  Tuesday  of 
June  next  and  annually  thereafter,  appoint  one  person  from  the 
members  of  each  of  such  companies  respectively,  and  shall  at  the 
same  time  appoint  two  of  their  own  body,  and  the  persons  thus 
appointed  shall  thereafter  form  said  board  of  trustees  of  the  fire 
department,  and  hold  such  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year,  or  until 
their  successors  are  appointed.  And  said  board  shall,  on  the 
second  Tuesday  in  June  next  and  annually  thereafter,  choose  out 
of  their  own  body,  by  ballot,  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer ; 
the  secretary  and  treasurer  to  be,  respectively,  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  the  department.  The  said  companies  shall,  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  August  in  each  year,  hold  an  election  and 
thereat  elect  a  chief  engineer,  fir^t  assistant  engineer  and  second 
assistant  engineer.  The  said  elections  shall  be  held  by  each  com- 
pany separately,  and  at  their  respective  engine  houses,  unless 
it  shall  be  necessary  to  hold  the  same  at  different  places,  in  which 
case  the  same  shall  be  held  at  such  places  as  the  said  board  may 
direct,  and  make  returns  of  each  election  to  the  board  of  trustees 
aforesaid  and  said  board  shall  meet  within  three  days  after  such 
election,  and  examine  into  and  decide  the  result  thereof.    And  the

said  board  shall,  by  their  president  or  otherwise,  as  the  board 
shall  direct,  make  known  to  the  trustees  of  the  village  aforesaid, 
the  result  of  each  election  for  the  offices  of  chief  engineer,  and 
assistant  engineers  within  three  days  after  the  same  shall  be 
decided  by  them,  and  all  officers  so  elected  as  aforesaid  shall  hold 
their  respective  offices  until  the  next  election  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  be  chosen  as  aforesaid. 

§  4:3.  Chief  and  assistant  engineers.  The  chief  and  assistant 
engineers  shall  have  the  direction  and  control  of  the  fire  depart- 
menty  subject  to  the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees ;  and  every  member  of  the  fire  department,  or  any  other  person 
who  shall  during  the  time  of  any  fire,  neglect  or  rtsfuse  to  obey  the 
order  of  the  president,  or  oldest  trustee,  or  of  such  engineer  or 
assistant  engineer,  shall  forfeit  such  penalty  as  shall  be  provided  by 
the  by-laws  enacted  by  the  .board  of  trustees,  not  exceeding  five 
dollars;  and  the  said  engineer  and  assistant  engineers  shall  perform 
such  duties  of  the  fire  department  as  may  be  required  by  the  by- 
laws of  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  44.  Krc  wardens.  The  president  and  the  oldest  trustees  and 
each  of  them  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  be  fire  wardens  of  said 
village;  and  they  and  each  of  them  as  such  fire  wardens  shall,  when 
present  at  the  occurrence  of  any  fire  have  general  supervisory 
power  over,  and  authority  to  direct  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
fire  department  and  other  persons  present  at  any  such  fire,  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws. 

TITLE  6. 

HionwATs,  Stueets  anp  At.t.evs. 
§  50.  Village  to  constitute  a  highway  district.  The  said  village 
shall  constitute  one  highway  district  and  the  powers  and  duties  of 
commissioner  of  highways  are  hereby  devolved  upon,  and  shall  be 
exercised  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  village,  subject  to  the 
provisions  hereinafter  contained ;  and  the  jurisdiction  of  the  town 
superintendents  of  highways  of  the  towns  of  Dix  and  Reading 
within  the  limits  of  said  village  and  over  the  taxable  inhabitants, 
corporations,  banking  associations  and  property  therein,  and  the 
taxes  levied  or  to  be  levied  on  the  same,  or  any  of  them,  or  any 
part  thereof,  is  hereby  entirely  abrogated ;  but  this  act  shall  not 
exonerate  the  taxable  property  in  said  village  from  contributing 
its  portion  of  any  moneys  which  shall  be  raised  in  the  towns  of  Dix ' 
and  Heading  for  the  building  and  repairing  of  the  roads  and 
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bridges  in  said  towns  and  village,  pursuant  to  the  consolidated 
laws,  or  from  contributing  its  proportion  of  the  payment  of  any 
debts  which  have  heretofore  been  incurred  for  building  and  repair- 
ing bridges  in  said  towns. " 

§  51.  Overseer  of  highways.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  the 
power  to  appoint  an  overseer  of  highways  for  said  village,  who 
shall  hold  his  oiSce  during  the  pleasure  of  the  trustees;  he  shall 
possess  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  which  overseers 
of  highways  in  the  road  districts  of  this  state  possess  and  may 
perform,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  the  direction  and  control  of  said  trustees.  Said  overseer  shall 
keep  the  time  of  all  laborers  upon  the  highways  and  streets  under 
his  control  as  such  overseer  and  make  a  detailed  weekly  report  of 
the  same,  and  all  team  work,  labor  and  materials  done  and  fur- 
nished thereon.  Said  laborers  shall- be  paid  only  by  order  upon 
the  treasurer  and  upon  pay-rolls  or  vouchers  receipted  by  them,  and 
all  other  claims  on  account  of  services,  work,  materials  and  tools, 
done  and  furnished  upon,  and  for  the  streets  and  highways,  shall 
be  paid  only  on  verified  vouchers,  as  in  this  act  provided,  for  the 
payment  of  other  accounts  and  claims  against  said  village. 

§  52.  Brains,   ditches,   water   courses   and   sewers.     The   said 

trustees  shall  have  power  to  make,  maintain,  keep  in  repair,  and 
from  time  to  time  cleanse  all  necessary  drains,  ditches,  water 
courses  and  sewers  in  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  village,  and 
defray  the  expense  thereof  from  village  funds.  They  may  also 
make,  maintain  and  keep  in  repair  all  necessary  drains,  ditches, 
water  courses  or  sewers  through  any  lands  in  said  village  not  cov- 
ered by  buildings,  where  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  public  health 
or  for  the  benefit  of  said  streets  and  alleys  in  said  village.  In  case 
said  trustees  shall  be  unable  to  agree,  as  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  do  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  land  through  which  such  drain, 
ditoh,  water  course  or  sewer  is  to  be  constructed,  upon  the  amount 
'.f  damage  to  be  paid  to  such  owner  or  owners  the  county  court 
shall  appoint  three  disinterested  freeholders,  commissioners  to 
appraise  the  damage,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  appraise  the  same  truly, 
according  to  the  actual  damage  over  and  above  the  benefit  to  said 
land. 

Said  commissioners  shall  give  at  least  five  days*  notice  to  such 
owners  of  such  lands  of  the  time  where  they  will  meet  to  appraise 
such  damage  as  aforesaid,  and  after  due  examination  at  the  time  so 
appointed  they  shall  make  their  appraisement  in  writing,  specify- 
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ing  the  amount  of  damage  to  be  paid  such  owner  or  owners  and 
shall  file  the  same  in  the  county  clerk's  office.   The  said  commia- 
sioners  each  shall  be  entitled  to  two  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  for 
their  services.     The  expense  of  making  and  constructing  said 
drains,  ditches,  water  courses  or  sewers,  and  the  damages  agreed 
upon  or  found  by  said  commissioners  and  their  fees,  shall  be 
assessed  by  said  trustees  upon  the  property  of  the  person  benefited 
in  proportion  to  such  benefit,  and  the  said  trustees  shall  determine 
who  are  so  benefited  and  to  what  extent,  and  the  same  shall  be  col- 
lected in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  respect  to  assessments 
for  the  construction  and  repair  of  sidewalks ;  or  they  may  cause  the 
same  to  be  collected  by  suit  in  the  name  of  the  corporation  of  said 
village.     Said  trustees  shall  also  have  jurisdiction  and  control  over 
all  drains,  ditches,  water  courses  and  sewefs  within  said  village 
whether  in  or  upon  the  streets  and  alleys  thjereof  or  elsewhere, 
and  may  in  their  discretion  cause  the  same  or  any  part  thereof  to 
be  kept  in  repair  and  from  time  to  time  cleanse,  and  the  expense 
thereof  paid  out  of  the  highway  taxes  or  other  moneys  belonging 
to  said  village.     They  may  also  at  their  discretion  require  the 
owners  or  occupants  of  any  lands  or  lots  wherever  any  such  drain, 
ditch  or  sewer,  or  any  part  thereof,  is  or  shall  be  situated,  from 
time  to  time  to  repair  and  cleanse  the  same  upon  their  respective 
premises  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  trustees ;  and  in  default  thereof, 
said  trustees  may  cause  it  to  be  done,  and  assess  and  collect  the 
exp^ise  thereof  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  respect  to 
assessments  for  the  construction  and  repair  of  sidewalks ;  or  they 
may  cause  the  same  to  be  collected  by  suit  in  the  name  of  the  cor- 
poration of  said  village. 

§  58.  Highway  apprpaches  to  the  village.  Such  proportion  of 
the  highway  taxes  assessed  in  said  village  annually  as  the  tnistees 
may  judge  necessary,  not  exceeding  one-fourth  part  thereof,  shall 
be  annually  expended  by  and  under  the  direction  of  said  trustees . 
upon  highways  leading  to  and  from  said  village,  and  outside  of 
the  bounds  thereof,  as  fixed  by  this  act,  but  not  to  exceed  one  mile 
distant  from  said  bounds  at  any  point,  whenever  such  expenditure 
shall  in  consequence  of  the  condition  of  such  highways  be  neces- 
sary in  the  judgment  of  said  trustees. 

§  64.  Grades  of  streets.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  level 
and  grade  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  village,  and  to  establish 
and  alter  the  grades  thereof  and  to  caupe  said  alleys  and  streets 
to  he  used  in  conformity  to  such  grades  as  the  trustees  shall  pre- 
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scribe  and  establish.  And  to  locate  and  define  the  boundary  lines 
of  the  public  streets  and  alleys  in  said  village,  and  the  powers 
conferred  by  the  laws  of  this  state  upon  commissioners  of  high- 
ways of  the  several  towns  of  the  state  in  relation  to  encroachments 
upon  the  highways  by  fences  are  hereby  conferred  upon  the  trus- 
tees of  said  village,  in  relation  to  and  for  the  removal  of  encroach- 
ments upon  the  public  streets,  highways,  alleys  and  public  grounds 
of  said  village  by  buildings  or  other  structures.  Said  trustees 
shall  also  have  power  to  lay  out,  open  and  alter  roads,  streets  and 
highways  within  said  village,  and  for  that  purpose  may  take  and 
appropriate  any  land  in  said  village;  but  no  road,  street  or  high- 
way shall  be  opened  or  altered  unless  all  claims  for  damages 
therefor  shall  be  released  by  the  persons  owning  the  lands  so 
appropriated  or  adjoining  part  of  the  road,  street  or  highway  pro- 
posed to  be  altered,  or  imless  such  damages  shall  be  determined 
and  paid  or  tendered,  as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  to  the  persons 
claiming  such  damages.  If  such  damages  shall  not  be  released 
or  determined  by  agreement  between  the  board  of  trustees  and  the 
persons  claiming  the  same,  the  board  shall  meet  and  cause  a  jury 
of  six  freeholders  to  be  summoned  to  determine  and  award  said 
damages.  Five  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting 
shall  be  given  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands,  if  residents 
of  the  village,  and  if  not  residents,  then  notice  shall  be  sent  ten 
days  before  such  meeting  by  mail  directed  to  the  place  of  residence, 
if  known,  of  each  of  such  nonresidents;  the  jury  shall  be  sworn 
to  faithfully  and  impartially  execute  their  duty;  shall  exapiine  the 
premises,  hear  the  proofs  and  allegations  of  the  parties;  and 
reduce  the  testimony  to  writing,  if  any  is  taken,  and  they  shall 
determine  and  award  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands  such 
damages  as  they  will  sustain  by  the  proposed  alteration  or  improve- 
ment, after  making  allowance  for  any  benefit  which  the  said 
owner  or  owners  may  derive  therefrom.  The  determination  and 
award  of  the  jur>'  shall  be  signed  by  them  and  filed  in  the  oflBce  of 
the  village  clerk  and  a  copy  served  on  the  persons  entitled  to 
such  award.  If  no  appeal  is  made  within  twenty  days  from  the 
time  of  such  service,  the  determination  and  award  of  such  jury 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive  on  all  persons  interested.  A  copy 
of  such  award  certified  by  the  clerk  under  the  seal  of  the  village 
shall  be  evidence  of  the  same  in  all  courts  and  places  and  all 
actions  and  proceedings. 

Said  trustees  may  also  proceed  in  the  opening,  alteration  or 
discontinuing  any  of  the  streets  or  alleys  in  said  village,  in  the 
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same  manner  as  the  commissioners  of  highways  of  the  several 
towns  of  this  state  are  authorized  to  proceed  in  opening,  altering 
or  discontinuing  of  highways,  and  in  case  the  provisions  of  this 
act  are  complied  with,  no  other  further  or  additional  proceedings 
shall  be  required  for  the  opening,  altering  or  discontinuing  of 
streets  or  alleys  in  said  village,  or  in  ascertaining  and  determin- 
ing :he  damages  therefor. 

In  ©use  of  the  mapping  or  remapping  of  said  village  and  the 
streets  and  alleys  thereof  by  the  tnistees  aforesaid,  and  any 
streets  or  alleys  shall  be  altered  or  changed,  or  claimed  to  have 
been  altered  or  changed,  by  the  map  or  ordinances  of  the  trustees 
adopting  such  map  and  defining  the  lines  and  measurements  of 
the  streets  thereon  referred  to,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  dam- 
age for  any  such  alteration  or  change  unless  he  shall  make  claim 
in  writing  therefor  to  the  board  of  trustees  within  six  months 
from  the  publication  of  such  resolution  or  ordinances;  provided 
that  such  resolution  or  ordinances  shall  not  require  any  fence, 
building  or  other  structure  existing  at  the  time  of  such  first  pub- 
lication to  be  removed,  but  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  until  such 
fence,  building  or  structure  shall  be  rebuilt. 

§  55.  Trustee  not  to  be  interested  in  land  to  be  taken.  No  trus- 
tee who  is  interested  in  anv  lands  taken  for  such  alteration  or 
improvement  shall  act  with  the  trustees  when  sitting  as  a  board- 
to  determine  the  damages  or  to  summon  the  jury  to  award  damages 
for  taking  such  land. 

§  56.  Appeal  from  award.  Any  person  interested  therein  may,  . 
within  twenty  days  after  notice  of  the  award  of  the  jury,  appeal 
from  such  award  by  petition  to  the  county  court  of  the  county 
where  such  village  is  situated,  praying  for  the  appointment  of 
three  commissioners  residing  in  said  county  to  review  said  award 
of  said  jury.  The  person  appealing  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the 
village  in  its  corporate  name  in  the  penal  sum  of  two  hundred 
and  filfty  dollars,  with  two  sureties,  who  shall  justify  in  twice 
the  amount,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  the  fees  of  said  com- 
missioners and  costs  of  appeal,  in  case  the  award  of  the  jury  shall 
not  be  increased  twenty  dollars  by  said  commissioners  to  each 
party  appealing.  Filing  such  bond  with  and  serving  a  copy  of 
said  petition  with  notice  of  the  time  when  and  place  where  the 
same  will  be  presented  to  the  said  court  on  the  village  clerk,  shall 
operate  as  a  stay  of  proceedings  until  the  decision  of  the  commis- 
sioners thereon.  All  persons  appealing  from  the  award  of  the 
JTuy  for  damages,  as  to  one  single  and  continuous  alteration  or 
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improvement,  shall  join  in  one  petition  and  may  execute  a  joint 
and  several  bond  in  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  with  sureties, 
and  conditioned  as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  there  shall  be  but 
one  board  of  three  commissioners  appointed  to  review  the  award 
of  such  jury.  At  the  time  mentioned  in  the  notice  and  when  the 
commissioners  are  appointed,  any  person  may  be  heard  in  the 
matter.  The  said  court  shall,  on  hearing  the  parties,  appoint  three 
disinterested  electors  as  commissioners,  residing  in  said  county  but 
not  in  the  village,  to  review  the  award  of  the  said  jury  and  deter- 
mine and  award  the  damages  of  the  person  or  persons  appealing. 
Immediate  notice  shall  be  given  by  some  of  the  persons  appealing 
to  the  persons  designated  as  commissioners,  and  if  any  one  declines 
or  is  disqualified,  the  court  shall  appoint  some  disinterested  per- 
son, an  elector,  residing  in  said  county  but  not  in  the  village, 
to  fill  the  vacancy;  said  commissioners  shall  meet  at  said  village 
within  ten  days  after  being  notified  of  their  appointment  They 
shall  give  the  president  of  the  board  of  trustees  five  days'  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  their  meeting,  shall  be  sworn  to  do  their 
duty,  shall  have  power  to  compel  attendance  of  witness  by  sub- 
poena, shall  examine  the  premises  and  hear  the  proofs  and  allega- 
tions of  the  parties,  and  shall  award  such  damages  to  the  parties 
appealing  as  they  shall  deem  just.  The  award  of  the  commie- 
sioners  shall  be  signed  by  them  and  shall  be  returned  to  the  presi- 
dent of  the  board  of  trustees  within  fifteen  days  after  the  first 
meeting  of  the  commissioners,  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk; 
said  award  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  on  all  persons  interested 
and  the  board  of  trustees  may  thereupon  take  possession  of  the 
land  and  make  the  said  alteration  or  improvement.  On  declaring 
the  award,  the  commissioners  shall  each  be  paid  by  the  treasurer 
of  the  village  three  dollars  per  day  for  their  services  and  the 
amount  so  paid  shall  be  collected  by  suit,  if  not  otherwise  paid, 
with  other  proper  expenditures  made  by  and  for  the  village  in 
and  about  such  appeal  on  the  bond  referred  to  in  this  section, 
given  by  the  person  or  persons  appealing,  in  case  the  person  or 
persons  appealing  are  liable  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  appeal  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act.  In  all  cases  of  appeal  under  this  sec- 
tion, the  court  to  whom  the  appeal  is  made  shall,  by  order,  appoint 
guardians  for  any  infant,  lunatic  or  idiot  interested  in  said 
proceedings. 

§  57.  Payment  of  award;  levy  of  tax  therefor.  Whenever  a 
final  award  is  made  for  damages  sustained  by  reason  of  making 
such  alteration,  opening  or  laying  out  roads,  streets  and  high- 
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ways,  the  trustees  shall  include  the  amount  thereof  in  the  next 
succeeding  annual  tax  list  for  said  village,  and  upon  the  collec- 
tion of  the  same,  shall  pay  or  tender  the  amount  of  fiuch  damage 
to  the  persons  to  whom  the  same  shall  have  been  awarded ;  and  in 
case  such  owner  shall  refuse  the  same,  or  be  unknown,  or  a  non- 
lesident  of  said  village,  idiot  or  lunatic,  or  the  rights  and  inter- 
ests of  the  person  or  persons  claiming  the  same  shall  be  doubtful, 
it  shall  in  such  cases  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  trustees  to  pay  the 
amount  of  such  damages  to  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county 
where  said  lands  are  situated  for  the  benefit  of  such  person  or 
])ersons  as  may  be  entitled  to  the  same,  accompanied  by  a  state- 
ment of  the  facts  under  which  such  payment  is  made.    The  board 
of  trustees  shall  cause  the  clerk  of  said  village  to  make  an  entry 
in  the  village  records  of  the  money  deposited,  stating  the  amount 
with  the  names  of  the  parties  by  the  awards  declared  to  be  en- 
titled to  the  same.    On  the  proper  person  or  persons  being  ascer- 
tained who  are  entitled  to  receive  such  money,  the  president  of  the 
board  of  trustees  is  authorized  to  draw  an  order  on  said  county 
treasurer,  countersigned  by  the  clerk  and  payable  to  the  order  of 
the  person  or  persons  entitled  to  such  money,  for  the  amount  duo 
8udi  person  or  persons. 

TITLE  7 

Taxes  aitd  Assessments. 
§  60.  Meetings  of  electors  to  determine  taxes  to  be  levied.  The 
trustees  of  said  village  shall  have  power  to  raise,  levy  and  collect 
by  tax  upon  the  taxable  inhabitants  and  property  in  said  village, 
only  such  sum  as  shall  be  authorized  by  vote  of  the  electors  who 
are  taxable  upon  their  real  or  personal  property,  at  a  special  meet- 
ing of  such  taxable  inhabitants,  except  as  licreinafter  provided. 
Such  meeting  shall  be  held  after  every'  annual  meeting  and  be- 
fore the  first  of  July  in  each  year,  which  said  special  meeting  and 
the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same  in  said  village  shall  be 
notified  in  the  same  manner  as  in  this  act  provided  in  reference  to 
annual  meetings,  and  shall  be  presided  over  by  the  president  of 
the  board  of  trustees  or,  in  his  absence,  by  one  of  the  trustees,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  village  or,  in  his  absence, 
of  one  of  the  trustees  who  shall  act  as  secretary  of  said  meeting  and 
keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  thereof,  which  record  shall  be 
filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  said  clerk,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  to  make  a  statement  at  such  meetings 
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ner  as  if  the  same  were  assessed  upon  said  real  estate;  and  any 
tax  upon  personal  estate  of  any  person,  corporation  or  banking 
association  to  whom  real  estate  owned  by  such  person,  corporation 
or  banking  association  is  assessed  shall  be  a  lien  thereon,  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  assessed  thereon;  and  in  all  cases  where  any 
tax  or  assessment  shall  remain  unpaid  or  uncollected  for  want 
of  sufficient  goods  and  chattels  whereof  to  make  the  same  by 
distress  and  sale,  an  action  may  be  brought  and  maintained  by 
the  corporation  against  the  person,  corporation  or  association 
taxed  or  assessed  to  recover  the  same  with  costs  of  suit  in  any 
court  having  cognizance  thereof. 

§  68.  Be-levy  of  certain  unpaid  taxes.  If,  at  the  time  of  levy- 
ing any  annual  tax,  any  tax  or  assessment  levied  upon  any  real 
estate  in  any  previous  year  shall  by  reason  of  a  defective  descrip- 
tion of  such  real  estate  or  for  any  other  cause  remain  unpaid,  the 
amount  thereof  with  interest  may  be  added  to  such  annual  tax 
and  charged  upon  the  real  estate  upon  which  it  was  originally 
assessed  and  the  same  proceedings  in  all  respects  for  the  collec- 
tion thereof  may  be  had  with  the  like  effect  as  in  case  of  the  tax 
or  assessment  on  the  same  real  estate  for  the  then  current  year; 
but  in  all  cases  of  the  charging  of  any  tax  or  assessment  of  any 
previous  year  of  such  real  estate,  the  year  or  years  in  which  the 
same  was  originally  levied  shall  be  specified  on  the  roll,  and  the 
amount  thereof  shall  be  separately  specified  in  the  proper  column 
and  the  real  estate  upon  which  it  is  charged  shall  be  properly 
and  sufficiently  described  on  the  roll  by  the  trustees  in  case  it  be 
not  already  described  thereon  by  the  assessors. 

§  69.  Employment  of  assistants.  The  board  of  trustees  may 
employ  such  assistants,  and  compensate  such  persons  so  employed, 
as  shall  be  deemed  by  them  necessary  for  the  collection  of  taxes, 
except  that  no  sum  paid  for  such  afisistants  in  connection  with 
the  collection  of  taxes  shall  exceed  one  per  centum  of  the  total 
amoimt  of  the  tax  to  be  collected  in  any  one  year.  If  any  person 
be  so  employed  to  assist  in  the  collection  of  taxes,  such  person 
shall  be  required  to  furnish  a  surety  bond  to  be  approved  by  the 
board  of  trustees,  and  in  such  amount  as  such  board  of  trustees 
shall  specify,  binding  such  person  to  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties,  and  for  the  honest  accounting  for  and  paying  over  of 
the  moneys  that  may  come  into  such  person's  hands. 
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TITLE    8. 

Miscellaneous  Provisions. 
-  §  70.  Publication  of  receipts,  expenditures  and  estimates. 
The  trustees  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
published  in  said  village,  a  just  and  true  statement  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  on  account  of  the  corporation  for  the  preceding 
year,  which  statement  shall  be  published  once  each  week  for  two 
weeks  next  preceding  each  annual  meeting  of  the  electors. 

The  trustees  shall  also  cause  to  be  published  in  one  or  more 
newspapers  published  in  said  village,  a  statement  of  the  amount 
of  money  which  in  their  judgment  will  be  required  to  be  raised 
for  the  current  year,  including  therein  the  items  and  purposes  for 
which  such  amount  is  required,  the  same  to  be  presented  in  their 
budget  at  the  special  meeting  of  taxpayers  which  said  statement 
shall  be  published  once  each  week  for  two  weeks  next  preceding 
each  special  meeting  of  the  taxpayers. 

§  71.  limitation  on  debt  to  be  contracted  without  vote  of  the 
people;  accounts.  The  trustees  shall  have  no  power  to  borrow 
money  upon  the  credit  of  the  corporation  nor  to  incur  any  debt 
against  the  corporation  beyond  the  amount  of  the  taxes  for  the 
current  year  without  being  thereto  specially  authorized  by  a  vote 
of  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  said  village  qualified  to  vote  upon 
a  resolution  for  raising  money  by  tax. 

No  account  or  claim  against  the  village  shall  be  allowed  by  the 
trustees  unless  it  shall  be  made  out  in  items  and  accompanied  by 
the  affidavit  of  the  person  claiming  to  have  rendered  the  services, 
materials  and  disbursements  mentioned,  that  such  services  and 
materials  were  rendered  and  furnished  and  disbursements  made 
for  the  corporation  and  no  part  of  such  claim  has  been  paid.  The 
claimant  may  be  examined  by  oath  by  the  trustees  in  relation  to 
said  claim  and  the  items  thereof.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  trustees  from  disallowing  any 
account  or  claim  in  whole  or  in  part,  when  so  made  out  and  veri- 
fied, nor  from  requiring  other  or  further  evidence  of  the  correct- 
ness and  reasonableness  thereof. 

The  trustees  may  prescribe  the  length  of  time  within  which  all 
accounts  and  claims  for  goods,  wares,  merchandise  and  materials 
furnished  to  the  village  shall  be  presented  to  the  board  of  trustees 
and  if  not  presented  within  such  time  as  the  trustees  may  prescribe, 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  six  months  from  and  after  the  furnish- 
ing of  such  goods,  wares,  merchandise  and  materials,  no  person 
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shall  have  a  right  of  action  therefor  against  the  village  or  he 
entitled  to  have  the  same  allowed  and  paid  by  the  trustees.  No 
trustee  shall  act  upon  the  question  of  the  allowance  or  disallow- 
ance of  any  claim  or  account  in  which  he  shall  be  interested  in  any 
contract  in  which  the  village  shall  be  a  party. 

§  72.  Appointive  officers.  AH  officers  not  made  elective  by 
this  act  shall  be  apfwinted  by  the  tioistoes  and  may  be  by  them 
removed  at  pleasure. 

§  73.  Eemission  of  and  exemptions  from  taxes.*  The  trustees 
shall  have  power  to  remit  any  poll  tax  levied  upon  any  indigent 
person  who  is  sick  or  infirm  and  to  relieve  him  from  the  payment 
thereof.  Said  trustees  may  also  exempt  the  real  property  of  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  which  shall  hereafter  locate  within 
said  village  and  shall  establish,  conduct  and  operate  any  manu- 
facturing establishment  which  shall  give  employment  to  not  less 
than  ten  men  for  a  period  of  at  least  nine  months  in  e^ch  year,  and 
which  real  property  shall  be  actually  used  and  employed  in  such 
manufacturing  enterprise  for  a  period  of  twenty  years  from  corpo- 
ration taxe^,  provided,  however,  that  this  exemption  shall  not 
extend  to  any  portion  of  said  real  property  of  any  such  manu- 
facturing establishment  which  shall  not  be  actually  used  for 
manufacturing  purposes  according  to  the  provisions  and  intent 
of  this  act. 

§  74.  Correction  of  assessment  and  tax  roll.  The  trustees  shall 
have  full  power  in  all  cases  to  correct  the  assessment  and  tax  roll 
whenever  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  them  that  any  mistake  has 
been  made  therein;  and  they  shall  also  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  correct  the  description  of  real  estate  thereon,  when 
a  proper  description  thereof  has  been  omitted  by  the  assessors  or 
when  the  description  thereof  by  the  assessors  shall  appear  to  the 
trustees  to  be  in  any  way  defective. 

§  75.  Qualifications  of  electors  for  voting  on  certain  propo- 
sitions. No  elector  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  upon  any  question, 
resolution  or  direction  relating  to  the  raising  of  money  by  tax 
or  the  disposition  of  any  funds  or  property  of  the  corporation 
unless  at  the  time  of  offering  to  vote  upon  such  question,  resolu- 
tion or  direction  he  shall  be  liable  to  be  assessed  and  taxed  for 
personal  estate  possessed  by  him  in  said  village  or  for  real  estate 
therein  owned  or  occupied  by  him. 

§  76.  Definition  of  person.  The  term  "  person  '*  in  this  act 
shall  be  deemed  to  include  all  corporations  as  well  as  natural 
persons. 
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§  77.  Appearance  of  village  in  certain  actions.  In  any  action 
bruuglit  in  the  name  o±  or  against  the  corporation  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace,  the  president  or  any  trustee  shall  have  fnll 
power  and  authority  to  appear,  prosecute  or  answer  or  defend  for 
the  said  corporation  without  any  letter  or  warrant  of  attorney 
therefor  under  its  corporate  seal;  and  simple  oral  proof  of  the 
fact  that  {>erson6  so  claiming  to  appear,  prosecute,  answer  or 
defend  acts  at  the  time  as  such  president  or  trustees  of  said 
village  shall  be  sufficient  proof  of  his  authority  so  to  appear, 
prosecute,  answer  or  defend ;  and  in  case  of  any  such  suit  any 
verbal  or  written  request  by  the  president  or  any  such  trustee  for 
any  other  person  so  to  appear,  prosecute,  answer  or  defend  shall 
be  sufficient  authority  for  such  person  so  to  appear,  prosecute, 
Miswer  or  defend  for  said  corporation  without  any  letter  or 
warrant  of  authority  under  its  corporate  seal ;  and  such  verbal  or 
written  request  may  be  proved  in  the  same  manner  as  in  cases  of 
suits  between  natural  persons. 

§  78.  Complaint  in  action  for  penalty  or  forfeiture.  In  any 
action  brought  by  or  in  the  name  of  said  corporation  to  recover 
any  penalty  or  forfeiture  imposed  by  this  act,  or  which  may  be 
imposed  or  given  by  any  rule,  regulation,  ordinance  or  by-law 
passed,  ordained  or  enacted  by  the  trustees,  it  shall  in  all  cases 
be  sufficient  without  setting  forth  any  special  matter  to  allege  in 
the  complaint  that  the  defendant  is  indebted  to  the  said  corpora- 
tion in  the  amount  of  such  penalty  or  forfeiture  whereby  an  action 
hath  accrued  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  naming  the 
subject  thereof  by  reference  to  the  title  and  section  or  according 
to  the  rules,  regulations,  ordinances  or  by-laws  of  said  corporation, 
naming  the  subject  thereof  and  referring  briefly  to  the  section  or 
other  division  of  the  rule,  regulation,  ordinance  or  by-law  for  a 
violation  of  which  the  action  is  brought  and  also  to  the  date  of  its 
passage  or  enactment  by  the  trustees.  And  process  for  the  com- 
mencement of  any  such  action  shall  have  an  endorsement  thereon 
to  the  effect  that  it  is  issued  to  enforce  a  penalty  imposed  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  charter  of  the  vilhige  of 
Watkins,  as  amended,  and  no  other  endorsement  thereon  shall  be 
necessary. 

§  79.  This  act  to  be  a  public  act.  This  act  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  a  public  act  and  the  courts  shall  be  bound  to  take  judicial 
notice  of  the  same  and  of  all  the  provisions  thereof. 

§  80.  Eepeals;  effect  of  act.    All  acts  and  laws  or  parts  of  acts 

incorpprating  the  village  of  Watkins  under  its  former  name  of 
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Jefferson,  or  amendatory  thereof,  and  chapter  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  and 
all  acts  amendatory  thereof  or  supplemental  thereto,  and  all  acts 
and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 
The  provisions  of  this  act  which  are  a  substantial  re-enactment  of 
provisions  of  a  prior  act  so  repealed  shall  be  construed  as  a  con- 
tinuation of  such  provisions  of  the  prior  act,  modified  or  amended 
according  to  the  language  employed,  and  not  as  new  enactments. 

§  81.  Certain  board  and  office  abolished.  The  board  of  water 
and  sewer  commissioners  of  the  village  of  Watkins  and  the  office 
of  police  constable  of  said  village  are  hereby  abolished,  and  the 
terms  of  office  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  water  and  sewer 
commissioners  of  the  village  of  Watkins  and  of  the  police  constable 
of  said  village  now  in  office  shall  terminate  upon  the  taking  effect 
of  this  act.  Such  board  of  water  and  sewer  commissioners  and 
such  police  constable  shall  thereupon  deliver  to  the  village  clerk 
all  property,  moneys,  books,  records,  papers  and  documents  in 
their  possession  or  under  their  control  as  such ;  and  all  the  powers 
and  duties  heretofore  given  to  them  shall  from  the  time  of  the 
taking  effect  of  this  act  devolve  upon  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
village  of  Watkins. 

§  82.  Saving  provisions.     The  term  of  the  present  incumbent 

of  any  office  or  position  in  the  village  of  Watkins  shall  not  be 
abridged  by  this  act,  except  as  provided  in  section  eighty-one 
hereof;  and  this  act,  so  far  as  it  provides  for  offices  and  positions, 
shall  be  deemed  to  continue  existing  offices  and  positions  of  like 
designation  or  character.  Any  matter  or  the  performance  of  any 
official  act  by  any  board,  officer  or  employee  of  the  village  lawfully 
begun  before  this  act  takes  effect,  and  which  would  be  lawful 
under  this  act  if  hereafter  begun,  shall  be  continued  and  disposed 
of  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  act  by  the  same  board,  officer  or 
employee  or  by  the  board,  officer  or  employee  succeeding  under  this 
act  to  its  or  his  powers  and  duties.  An  existing  rule,  by-law, 
regulation  or  ordinance  of  the  village  of  Watkins  which  might  be 
lawfully  adopted  under  this  act  shall  continue  in  full  force  and 
effect  until  repealed  or  amended  pursuant  to  this  act.

three-fifths  being  present. 

Accepted  by  the  City. 

The  People  of  the  Stcde  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  twenty  of 
the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  six,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation 
to  the  municipal  court  of  the  city  of  Syracuse,"  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows : 

§  1.  Knnicipal  ccmrt  continued.  The  municipal  court  of  the 
city  of  Syracuse  as  heretofore  created  and  established  and  now 
existing  is  hereby  continued  with  the  jurisdiction  and  powers 
hereinafter  provided,  ^excepting,  however,  that  on  and  after  the 
taking  effect  of  this  section,  as  hereby  amended,  the  said  court 
shall  have  three  judges  and  the  mayor  of  the" city  of  Syracuse  shall 
appoint,  in  addition  to  the  two  judges  now  serving,  a  competent 
and  qualified  attorney  and  counselor  at  law  as  the  third  judge, 
whose  term  shall  expire  on  December  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  nineteen.  The  judges  of  the  municipal  court  and  other 
officers  thereof  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  expiration  of  the 
terms  for  which  they  were  elected  or  appointed,  respectively,  as 
provided  by  law. 

§  2.  Section  three-a  of  such  act,  as  added  by  chapter  four  hun- 
dred and  thirty-seven  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen, 
is  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  Sections  six,  seven,  fourteen  and  thirty-four  of  such  act 
are  hereby  amended  to  read,  respectively,  as  follows :

§  14.  Bnles.  The  judges  of  said  court  may,  from  time  to  time, 
make,  alter  and  amend  rules  of  practice,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  law.  Such  rules  or  alterations,  or  amendments 
thereof  shall  not  take  effect,  however,  until  a  copy  thereof  signed 
by  all*  of  the  judges  of  said  court,  and  indorsed  with  the 
approval  of  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  fifth  judicial  dis- 
trict shall  have  been  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  Onondaga 
county,  and  until  such  copy  with  said  indorsement  shall  have  been 
published  for  at  least  ten  days  in  one  of  the  official  newspapers 
of  the  city.

§  143.  Broker's  certificate  of  authority.  The  term  "  broker '' 
in  this  section  shall  include  any  person,  partnership,  association 
or  corporation  who,  for  money,  commission  or  anything  of 
value,  acts  or  aids  in  any  manner  on  behalf  of  the  insured  in  nego- 
tiating contracts  of  insurance  or  placing  risks  or  taking  out 
insurances,  including  surety  bonds.  No  underwriter,  authorized 
or  permitted  to  do  business  in  this  state,  or  agent  thereof,  shall 
pay  any  money  or  commission  or  give  or  allow  anything  of  value 
to  any  person,  partnership,  association  or  corporation  not  a  duly 
authorized  agent  of  such  underwriter  for  or  because  of  his  or  its 
negotiating  a  contract  of  insurance  or  placing  a  risk  or  taking  out 
insurance  or  a  surety  bond,  unless  such  person,  partnership,  asso- 
ciation or  corporation  is  authorized  to  act  as  a  broker.    No  person,

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partnership,  association  or  corporation  shall  act  as  broker  in  the 
solicitation  or  procurement  of  applications  for  insurance  or  re- 
ceive for  or  because  of  negotiating  a  contract  of  insurance  or  plac- 
ing a  risk  or  taking  out  insurance  including  a  surety  bond  any 
money  or  commission  or  other  thing  of  value  from  any  under- 
writer authorized  or  permitted  to  do  an  insurance  business  in  this 
state,  or  from  an  agent  of  any  such  underwriter,  without  first  pro- 
curing a  certificate  of  authority  so  to  act  from  the  superintendent 
of  insurance.     The  superintendent  of  insurance  shall  issue  such 
broker's  certificate  of  authority  to  a  person,  partnership,  associa- 
tion or  corporation,  applying  therefor,  who  is  trustworthy  and  is 
competent  to  transact  an  insurance  brokerage  business  in  such 
manner  as  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  insured.    A  certificate 
of  authority  issued  to  a  corporation,  partnership  or  association 
shall  authorize  only  the  officers  and  directors  of  the  corporation, 
or  the  members  of  the  partnership  or  association,  specified  in  the 
certificate,  each  of  whom  must  be  qualified  to  obtain  a  certificate 
to  act  as  a  broker,  and  for  each  of  whom  a  fee  must  be  paid  at  the 
times  and  at  the  rates  specified  for  individual  applicants.     The 
fee  to  be  paid  to  the  superintendent  of  insurance  by  an  individual 
applicant  for  such  broker's  certificate  at  the  time  the  application 
is  made,  and  annually  for  the  renewal  thereof,  shall  be  ten  dollars, 
if  the  applicant  maintains  a  place  of  business  or  customarily 
solicits  business  in  a  city  of  the  first  class;  seven  dollars  and  fifty 
cents,  if  the  applicant  maintains  a  place  of  business  or  customarily 
solicits  business  in  a  city  of  the  •second  class;  five  dollars,  if  the 
applicant  maintains  a  place  of  business  or  customarily  solicits 
business  in  a  city  of  the  third  class  and  two  dollars,  if  the  applicant 
does  not  maintain  a  place  of  business  or  customarily  solicit  busi- 
ness in  a  city.    The  fee  to  be  paid  annually  by  a  nonresident  indi- 
vidual applicant  who  does  not  maintain  a  place  of  business  in  the 
state  of  New  York  shall  be  ten  dollars,  provided  that  if  such  appli- 
cant does  not  solicit  business  or  place  insurance  covering  property 
or  risks  .situated  in  a  city  of  the  first  or  second  class,  the  fee  to  be 
paid  shall  be  five  dollars.    Every  broker's  certificate  of  authority 
shall  expire  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  of  the  calendar 
year  in  which  the  same  shall  have  been  issued,  but  if  an  application 
for  the  renewal  of  any  such  certificate  shall  have  been  filed  with 
the  superintendent  of  insurance  before  January  first  of  any  year 
the  certificate  of  authority  sought  to  be  renewed  shall  continue  in 
full  force  and  efl^ect  until  the  issuance  by  the  superintendent  of 
insurance  of  the  new  certificate  applied  for  or  until  five  days  after 
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the  snperintendent  of  insurance  shall  have  refused  to  issue  such 
new  certificate  and  shall  have  served  notice  of  suf !  refusal  on  the 
applicant  therefor.  Service  of  such  notice  may  be  made  eitiier 
personally  or  by  mail,  and,  if  by  mail,  shall  be  deemed  complete 
if  such  notice  is  deposited  in  the  post-office,  postage  prepaid, 
directed  to  the  applicant  at  the  place  of  business  specified  in  the 
application.  ^The  superintendent  of  insurance  may  issue  a  re- 
newal certificate  of  authority  to  any  duly  licensed  broker  who,  by 
reason  of  being  engaged  in  military,  naval,  red  cross  or  civilian 
service  in  connection  with  the  war,  is  unable  to  make  personal 
application  for  such  renewal  certificate,  upon  the  filing  of  an 
application  on  behalf  of  such  broker,  accompanied  by  an  affidavit 
showing  snch  service  and  the  inability  of  such  broker  to  make 
personal  application,  ^he  application  and  the  affidavit  herein- 
above referred  to  shall  be  made  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  su- 
perintendent, by  some  person  or  persons  who  in  his  judgment  have 
knowledge  of  tiie  facts.  Before  any  broker's  certificate  of  au- 
thority shall  be  issued  by  the  superintendent  of  insurance  there 
must  be  filed  in  his  office  a  written  application  therefor.  Such 
application  shall  be  in  the  form  or  forms  and  supplements  thereof 
prescribed  by  the  superintendent  of  insurance  and  must  set  forth 
(1)  the  name  and  address  of  the  applicant,  and  if  the  applicant 
be  a  partnership  or  association,  the  name  and  address  of  each 
member  thereof,  and  if  the  applicant  be  a  corporation,  the  name 
and  £.ddress  of  each  of  its  officers  and  directors;  (2)  whether  any 
certific*ate  of  authority  as  agent  or  broker  has  been  issued  thereto- 
fore by  the  superintendent  of  insurance  to  the  applicant,  and, 
if  the  applicant  be  an  individual,  whether  any  such  certificate  has 
been  issued  theretofore  to  any  partnership  or  association  of  which 
he  was  or  is  a  member  or  to  any  corporation  of  which  he  was  Or  is 
an  officer  or  director,  and,  if  the  applicant  be  a  partnership  or 
association,  whether  any  such  certificate  has  been  issued  thereto- 
fore to  any  member  thereof,  and,  if  the  applicant  be  a  corporation, 
whether  any  such  certificate  has  been  issued  theretofore  to  any 
officer  or  director  of  such  corporation;  (3)  the  business  in  which 
the  applicant  has  been  engaged  for  the  year  next  preceding  the 
date  of  the  application,  and,  if  employed  by  another,  the  name  or 
names  and  address  or  addresses  of  such  employer  or  employers; 
(4)  such  information  as  the  superintendent  of  insurance  may 
require  of  applicants  to  enable  him  to  determine  their  trustworthi-

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ness  and  competency  to  transact  the  insurance  brokerage  bufiiness 
in  such  manner  as  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  assured. 
Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section,^  an  application 
for  a  broker's  certificate  of  authority  must  be  signed  and  verified 
by  the  applicant  and,  if  made  by  a  partnership  or  association,  by 
each  member  thereof  and  if  made  by  a  corporation  by  each  officer 
and  director  thereof  to  be  authorized  thereby  to  act  as  a  broker. 
A  corporation,  association  or  partnership  to  whom  a  certificate 
of  authority  shall  have  beea  issued  by  the  superintendent  of  insur- 
ance under  this  section  may  at  any  time  make  an  application  to 
the  superintendent  of  insurance  jfor  the  issuance  of  a  supple- 
mental certifiaate  of  authority  authorizing  additional  officers  or 
directors  of  the  corporation  or  members  of  the  partnership  or 
association  to  act  as  brokers,  and  the  superintendent  of  insurance 
may  thereupon  issue  to  such  corporation,  association  or  partner- 
ship a  supplemental  certificate  accordingly  upon  the  payment  of 
an  additional  fee  for  each  member  or  officer  or  director  thereby 
authorized  to  act  as  a  broker.

required;  or  (2)  has  made  a  material  misstatement  in  the  applica- 
tion for  such  certificate;  or  (3)  has  been  guilty  of  fraudulent  prac- 
tices; or  (4)  has  demonstrated  his  incompetency  or  untrustworthi- 
ness  to  transact  the  insurance  brokerage  business  for  which  such 
certificate  of  authority  shall  have  been  granted  by  reason  of  any- 
thing done  or  omitted  in  or  about  such  business  under  the  authority 
of  such  certificate.  No  individual,  partnership,  association  or  cor- 
poration whose  certificate  of  authority  is  so  revoked  nor  any  part- 
nership or  association  of  which  such  individual  is  a  member,  nor 
any  corporation  of  which  he  is  an  officer  or  director  diall  be 
entitled  to  any  certificate  of  authority  under  this  section  for  a 
period  of  one  year  after  such  revocation,  or,  if  such  revocation 
be  reviewed  by  certiorari  proceedings,  for  one  year  after  the  final 
determination  thereof  affirming  the  action  of  the  superintendent 
in  revoking  such  certificate.  If  any  such  certificate  held  by  a 
partnership,  association  or  corporation  be  so  revoked,  no  member

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of  the  partnership  or  association  or  officer  or  director  of  the  cor- 
poration shall  be  entitled  to  such  a  certificate  for  the  same  period 
of  time,  if  the  eraperintendent  of  ineurance  determines  and  finds 
that  such  member  or  officer  or  director  was  personally  at  fault  in 
the  matter  on  account  of  which  the  certificate  was  revoked.  The 
holder  of  any  such  certificate  or  any  person  aggrieved  may  file 
with  the  superintendent  of  insurance  a  verified  complaint  setting 
forth  facts  from  which  it  shall  appear  that  any  such  certificate 
ought  to  be  revoked.  The  superintendent  must  thereupon,  after 
investigation  and  a  hearing  as  herein  provided,  determine  whether 
guch  certificate  shall  be  revoked.  If  an  application  for  a  certifi- 
cate of  authority  under  this  section  be  rejected  or  such  a  certifi- 
cate be  revoked  by  the  superintendent  of  insurance  notice  thereof 
shall  forthwith  be  served  on  the  applicant  or  on  the  holder  of  such 
certificate  either  personally  or  by  mail,  and,  if  by  mail,  such  serv- 
ice shall  be  complete  if  such  notice  be  deposited  in  the  post-office, 
postage  prepaid,  directed  to  the  applicant  or  the  holder  of  such 
certificate,  as  the  case  may  be,  at  the  place  of  business  specified 
in  the  application  or  certificate.  The  action  of  the  superintendent 
of  insurance  in  granting  or  refusing  to  grant  or  to  renew  a  certifi- 
cate of  authority  or  in  revoking  or  refusing  to  revoke  such  a  cer- 
tificate shall  be  subject  to  review  by  writ  of  certiorari,  at  the 
instance  of  the  applicant  for  such  certificate,  the  holder  of  a  cer- 
tificate so  revoked  or  the  holder  of  any  such  certificate  or  the  person 
aggrieved.  If  the  superintendent  of  insurance  shall  revoke  or  shall 
refuse  to  renew  the  certificate  of  authority  of  any  broker  issued 
under  this  section  and  such  broker  shall  apply  for  a  writ  of  cer- 
tiorari to  review  such  action,  the  certificate  of  authority  of  such 
broker  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  full  force  and  effect  for  all  pur- 
poses, including  the  right  to  renewal,  until  the  final  determination 
of  such  certiorari  proceedings  and  all  appeals  therefrom,  provided 
the  fee  for  such  certificate  be  paid.  This  section  shall  not  apply 
to  any  contract  of  life  insurance  nor  to  any  contract  of  insurance 
upon  or  in  connection  with  marine  or  transportation  risks  or 
liazards  other  than  contracts  for  automobile  insurance,  nor  to  con- 
tracts of  insurance  upon  property  located  without  this  state,  nor 
to  contracts  made  by  persons,  partnerships,  associations  or  corpora- 
tions authorized  to  do  business  under  articles  five,  six,  seven  and 
nine  of  this  chapter.  Any  person,  partnership,  association  or  cor- 
poration violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  in 
addition  to  any  other  penalty  in  this  chapter  provided,  forfeit 
to  the  people  of  the  state  five  hundred  dollars.

Chap.  40. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  city  of  Amsterdam  to  issue  bonds  and 
to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  the  proceeds  thereof 
to  be  used  to  acquire  the  necessary  land,  for  the  construction 
and  equipment  of  a  fire  house,  for  the  installation  of  a  police 
telegraph  and  telephone  system  and  for  other  improvements  in 
the  department  of  public  safety. 

Became  a  law  March  6,  1918,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

Accepted  by  the  City. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  city  of  Amsterdam  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered,  by  appropriate  resolutions  of  its  common  council,  to 
be  adopted  as  provided  by  the  provisions  of  its  charter,  being 
chapter  two  hundred  and  forty-two  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  eleven,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend,  consolidate  and  revise 
the  several  acts  relative  to  the  city  of  Amsterdam,"  and  the  amend- 
ments thereto,  to  borrow  upon  the  credit  of  the  said  city  of  Amster- 
dam, the  sum  of  sixty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  for  that  purpose 
to  issue  and  sell  bonds  in  the  name  of  and  under  the  seal  of  the 
city,  as  security  for  the  payments  of  said  loan. 

§  2.  Said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  city  clerk  and 
countersigned  by  the  treasurer  of  the  city,  and  shall  bear  interest 
at  such  rate,  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable 
semi-annually,  as  the  common  council  may  determine,  and  shall  be 
sold  for  not  less  than  par.  Said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  denomi- 
nations of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  and  shall  be.  numbered  con- 
secutively from  one  to  sixty-five  inclusive,  and  shall  be  known  as 
''Amsterdam  public  safety  bonds,"  and  shall  show  upon  the  face 
thereof  that  they  are  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  which 
recital  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  validity  of  said  bonds 
and  the  regularity  of  the  issuance  thereof.  Said  bonds  shall  be  so 
issued  that  five  thousand  dollars  of  the  principal  thereof  shall 
be  payable  each  succeeding  year  from  the  date  of  issuance. 
Said  bonds  shall  be  negotiated  and  sold  by  the  mayor,  corpora- 
tion counsel  and  city  treasurer  of  said  city.  They  shall  cause 
to  be  published  in  the  official  newspapers  of  said  city,  daily,  for 
not  less  than  five  consecutive  days,  Sundays  excepted,  a  notice 
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ermtaining  a  description  of  the  bonds  to  be  sold,  the  manner  and 
place  of  sale  and  the  time  when  the  same  shall  be  sold,  or  the  time 
I'mited  for  the  receipt  of  sealed  proposals,  which  shall  not  be  less 
than  ten  days  from  the  first  publication  of  said  notice.  If  no 
proposals  for  said  bonds  are  received,  then  the  said  mayor,  cor- 
poration counsel  and  city  treasurer  are  authorized  to  negotiate 
said  bonds  on  the  best  terms  obtainable,  but  not  less  than  par. 
They,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  reject  all  bids  and  readvertise 
if,  in  their  opinion,  the  price  offered  is  inadequate. 

§  8.  The  proceeds  of  such  bonds  shall  be  used  to  acquire,  by  Appiio*tion 
purchase  or  otherwise,  the  necessary  land,  to  erect  thereon  a  fire  ce«^ 
house,  to  provide  for  the  suitable  and  proper  equipment  thereof, 
mduding  a  motor  truck,  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  a 
police  tel^raph  and  telephone  system  and  for  such  other  improve- 
ments in  the  department  of  public  safety,  as  the  conunon  council 
of  said  city  may  determine  to  be  necessary  and  expedient.  Such 
proceeds  shall  be  kept  by  the  treasurer  of  said  city  in  a  separate 
fnnd,  and  disbursements  by  the  treasurer  shall  be  made  upon 
warrants  dxdy  sig)ied  by  the  mayor  and  city  clerk  of  said  city.  If 
the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  exceed  the  amount 
of  the  actual  cost  and  expense  of  the  improvements  herein  pro- 
vided for,  such  surplus  funds  shall  be  used  to  retire  such  bonds 
as  they  shall  become  due  and  payable.  The  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers of  said  bonds  shall  be  under  no  obligation  to  see  that  the 
proceeds  thereof  are  applied  as  herein  directed. 

§  4-  The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam  is  hereby  Tax  for 
authorized  and  required  to  include  in  its  annual  tax  levy,  in  S^Sudi. 
addition  to  all  other  sums  which  are  now,  or  which  may  be  here- 
after authorized,  the  amount  necessary  to  pay  said  bonds,  and 
interest  thereon,  as  the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable,  as  in 
this  act  provided,  and  the  sums  so  raised  shall  be  set  apart  and 
applied  by  the  treasurer  to  such  payment  and  shall  not  be  used 
for  any  other  purpose.

§  3.  The  proceeds  of  such  bonds  shall  be  used  for  the  extension  Appiica- 
of  the  water  system  by  the  construction  of  a  water  main  in  the  proeeeda. 
first  and  sixth  wards  of  said  city.  The  purchaser  or  purchasers  of 
said  bonds  shall  be  under  no  obligation  to  see  that  the  proceeds 
thereof  are  applied  as  herein  directed.  Such  proceeds  shall  bo 
kept  by  the  treasurel'  of  said  city  in  a  separate  fund,  and  dis- 
bursements by  the  treasurer  shall  be  made  upon  warrants  duly 
signed  by  the  mayor  and  city  clerk  of  said  city.  If  the  proceeds 
derived  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  exceed  the  amount  of  the 
actual  cost  and  expense  of  the  improvements  herein  provided  for, 
such  surplus  funds  shall  be  used  to  retire  such  bonds  as  they  shall 
become  due  and  payable. 

§  4.  The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam  is  hereby  income  to 
authorized,  directed  and  required  to  make  provision  out  of,  and  to  to  payment 
raise  from,  the  water  rents,  bills  for  the  use  of  water  and  other 
income  derived  from  the  water  works  system  of  said  city,  in  addi- 
tion to  all  other  sums  which  are  now  or  which  may  be  hereafter 
authorized,  the  amount  necessary  to  pay  said  bonds  and  the  inter- 
est thereon,  as  the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable,  as  in  thirj 
act  provided.  If,  for  any  reason,  the  amount  received  from  the  J^^j^'ipg 
water  rents,  bills  for  the  use  of  water  and  other  income  derived 
from  the  water  works  system,  be  insuflScient  to  pay  the  interest 
on  all  bonds  issned  under  authority  of  this  act,  and  the  principal 
of  such  bonds  as  mature  during  the  fiscal  year,  then  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  common  council  to  include  the  amount  of  such 
deficiency  in  its  annual  estimate  of  city  expenses,  and  to  assess, 
levy  and  collect  the  same  from  the  taxable  property  of  said  city 
of  Amsterdam  in  the  same  manner  as  other  city  expenses  are 
assessed,  levied  and  collected.

and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  two  hundred  and  seventeen  of  the  laws  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  a 
charter  for  the  city  of  Buffalo,^'  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
therein  a  new  section,  to  be  section  one  hundred  and  nine,  to  read 
as  follows : 

§  109.  The  office  of  comptroller  is  hereby  abolished.  The 
commissioner  of  finance  and  accounts  shall  be  the  chief  financial 
officer  of  the  city  and  shall  have  such  deputies  as  may  be  pro- 
vided for  by  ordinance.

to  recover  any  loss  to  or  of  such  funds  or  moneys  may  be  broi^ht 
against  the  county  by  the  comptroller  of  the  state  of  New  York 
in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 
Additional  §  4.  In  addition  to  the  amounts  herein  appropriated  for  deposit 
prt^auon.  with  the  county  treasurers,  there  is  also  hereby  appropriated  the

Became  a  law  March  21,  1918,  with  the  approral  of  the  GoTemor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

L.  iw.  Section  1.  Chapter  one  hundred   and  fifty-two   of  the  laws 

pakied.       of  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  entitled  "An  act  to  create  a  board 

of  equalization,  in  and  for  the  county  of  Greene/*  is  hereby 

repealed. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  the  town  of  Cairo,  in  the  county  of 

Greene. 

Became  a  law  March  21,  1918,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Pafised, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  Stale  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows:

No  person  shall  sell,  sup- 
ply or  bring  to  be  manufactured  to  any  butter  or  cheese  factory  or 
to  any  plant  or  place  which  manufactures  a  food  product  from  milk 
or  which  ships  or  sells  milk  for  consumption  any  milk  from  which 
has  been  kept  back  any  part  of  the  milk  commonly  known  as 
strippings,  or  any  milk  that  is  sour,  except  pure  skim  milk  to 
akim-cheese  factories.

§  26.  Commencement  of  terms  of  office.  All  full  terms  of 
office  filled  whether  by  election  or  appointment,  shall  begin  on  the 
Monday  next  succeeding  the  first  Tuesday  in  April  of  the  year 
in  which  the  respective  terms  of  office  expire,  except  that  the

of  January  of  an}^  year,  the  mayor  shall  nominate  and  the 
common  council  confirm  a  person  to  be  assessor  from  January 
first  of  such  year  to  the  first  Monday  of  June  next  following  the 
annual  election  of  that  year.

§  138.  Creation  of  court.  There  is  hereby  established  an 
inferior  court  of  civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction  in  the  city  of 
Jamestown  to  be  called  the  ^'city  court  of  Jamestown,"  with 
the  jurisdiction  and  powers  hereinafter  conferred. 

§  139.  Jurisdiction.  Said  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  of 
the  following  civil  and  criminal  actions  and  proceedings: 

a.  An  action  to  recover  damages  upon  or  for  a  breach  of  con- 
tract, express  or  implied,  where  the  sum.  claimed  does  not  exceed 
one  thousand  dollars. 

b.  An  action  to  recover  damages  for  personal  injury  or  injury 
to  property,  where  the  sum  claimed  does  not  exceed  one  thousand 
dollars. 

c.  An  action  to  recover  damages  for  false  imprisonment,  libel, 
slander,  assault,  battery,  criminal  conversation,  seduction  or  mali-

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cious  prosecution,  or  where  an  action  is  brought  under  sections 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
three,  nineteen  hundred  and  two  or  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
nine  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  where  the  sum  claimed  does 
not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars. 

d.  An  action  or  proceeding  to  recover  a  fine  or  penalty,  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  to  recover  one  or  more  fines 
or  penalties  for  violations  of  an  ordinance  or  ordinances  of  the 
city  of  Jamestown,  where  the  amount  claimed  does  not  exceed  one 
thousand  doUars. 

e.  An  action  upon  a  bond  conditioned  for  the  payment  of 
money,  or  upon  a  surety  bond  where  the  sum  claimed  to  be  due 
does  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars. 

f.  An  action  upon  a  judgment  rendered  in  any  court,  which 
is  not  a  court  of  record. 

g.  An  action  to  recover  one  or  more  chattels  with  or  without 
damages  for  the  taking,  withholding  or  detention  thereof,  where 
the  value  of  the  chattel  or  all  chattels  as  stated  in  the  aflSdavit 
made  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff  does  not  exceed  one  thousand 
dollars. 

h.  To  render  and  enter  judgment  upon  the  confession  of  the 
defendant  or  defendants  as  prescribed  in  title  six,  chapter  nine- 
teen of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  where  the  sum  confessed  does 
not  exceed  two  thousand  dollars. 

i.  In  an  action  for  damages  for  fraud  for  the  sale,  purchase 
or  exchange  of  personal  property,  where  the  damages  claimed 
do  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars. 

j.  In  an  action  commenced  by  attachment  where  the  debt  or 
damages  do  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  the  practice  and  pro- 
cedure in  such  actions  to  be  as  provided  in  sections,  twenty-nine 
hundred  and  five  to  twenty-nine  hundred  and  eighteen,  inclu- 
sive, of  the  code  of  civil  procedure. 

k.  In  summary  proceedings  under  title  two  of  chapter  seven- 
teen of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  to  recover  possession  of  land, 
and  to  remove  tenants  and  others  therefrom. 

1.  In  actions  or  proceedings  under  any  statute  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  liens  of  mechanics  and  others,  where  the  amount  of 
the  lien  does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  the 
same  proceedings  to  be  had  as  are  provided  by  law  to  be  had  in 
a  justice's  court. 

m.  In  proceedings  in  cases  of  bastardy,  brought  by  or  on  the 
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part  of  the  authorities  authorized  to  institute  such  proceedings 
of  the  city  of  Jamestown. 

n.  In  all  criminal  actions,  proceedings  or  special  proceedings 
of  a  criminal  nature  for  and  on  account  of  offenses  committed 
or  charged  to  have  been  committed,  within  the  city  of  Jamestown, 
said  court  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction,  if  the  offense  charged 
is  a  misdemeanor,  unless  other  provision  is  specially  prescribed 
by  statute  for  the  prosecution  thereof.  Said  court  shall  also  have 
jurisdiction  to  issue  warrants,  take  depositions  and  conduct  exam- 
inations; hold  to  bail  or  discharge  a  defendant  in  all  other 
criminal  actions,  proceedings  or  special  proceedings  with  the 
same  power  and  jurisdiction  as  a  court  of  special  sessions ;  and  in 
case  of  any  crime  of  the  grade  of  misdemeanor  committed,  or 
charged  to  have  been  committed,  within  the  limits  of  the  said 
city,  any  person  entitled  thereto  shall  have  the  right  of  trial  by 
jury  to  be  drawn,  summoned  and  sworn,  as  provided  by  title  one, 
part  five  of  the  code  of  criminal  procedure.  Upon  conviction  for 
a  misdemeanor  of  which  the  court  has  jurisdiction,  the  same 
sentence  may  be  imposed  as  might  be  imposed  in  the  county 
court.  Except  when  a  court  of  record,  out  of  which  precep* 
issue,  is  in  session,  bail  may  be  given  by  a  person  charged  wi*' 
ci'ime  and  may  be  fixed,  taken,  and  allowed  by  such  city  cov 
judge  to  the  same  extent,  and  in  all  cases  where  same  may  ^ 
fixed,  taken  and  allowed  by  the  county  judge  or  justice  of  the 
supreme  court. 

o.  In  any  other  action,  criminal  or  civil,  or  criminal  or  civil 
proceedings  of  such  character  that  the  justice  of  the  peace  of  the 
town  would  have  jurisdiction  thereof,  wherein  the  sum  sought  in 
a  civil  action  or  proceeding  does  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars, 
or  fine  imposed  does  not  exceed  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  of 
special  sessions. 

Said  court  cannot  take  cognizance  of  a  civil  action  in  any  of  the 
following  cases : 

p.  Where  the  title  to  real  property  comes  in  question  as  pre- 
scribed in  title  three  of  chapter  nineteen  of  the  code  of  civil  pro- 
cedura  When  such  questions  arise  the  pleadings  anrl  practice 
shall  he  the  same  as  are  now  provided  by  law  for  justice's  court 
in  regard  thereto. 

q.  Where  in  a  matter  of  account,  the  sum  total  of  the  accounts 
of  both  parties  ])rovod  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  exceed.* 
two  thousand  dollars. 
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r.  Special  proceedings.  Summary  proceedings  and  bastardy 
proceedings  may  be  commenced  by  petition,  addressed  either  to 
said  judge  or  to  said  court,  and  in  said  proceedings  and  in  all 
actions  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said  judge  shall  be  exercised  by, 
and  in  the  name  of  the  said  court  only,  and  all  processes  from 
said  court  shall  be  made  returnable  thereto  by  its  proper  title. 
In  the  solemnization  of  marriages,  and  in  all  other  matters  not 
otherwise  by  this  act  provided  for,  said  city  court  judge  shall  have 
the  same  power  as  justices  of  the  peace  in  towns,  and  in  instances 
in  which  a  justice  of  a  town  is  authorized  to  do  any  act  or  exer- 
cise any  jurisdiction  in  association  with  another  justice  or  justices, 
the  said  city  court  may  do  such  act  or  exercise  such  jurisdiction 
without  associating  with  him  any  justice  or  justices. 

8.  Jurisdiction  of  persons.  Said  court  shall  have  the  same  jur- 
isdiction over  the  persons  of  defendants  as  is  now  possessed  by 
justices'  courts  of  towns,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section 
twenty-eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  jurisdiction  of  the  persons,  the 
said  city  of  Jamestown  shall  be  deemed  a  town  and  said  court  a 
justice's  court  thereof;  all  process  and  papers  issued  out  of  said 
municipal  court  may  be  executed  and  served  anywhere  within 
the  county  of  Chautauqua. 

t  Bendering  judgments.  A  judgment  of  said  court  shall  be 
in  all  respects  the  same  as  a  judgment  rendered  by  a  justice  of  the 
peace  of  towns,  except  as  herein  provided,  and  all  provisions  of 
the  code  of  civil  procedure  in  relation  to  filing  transcripts  of  such 
judgment  and  docketing  the  same  in  the  ofiice  of  the  clerk  of 
Chautauqua  county,  or  any  other  county,  and  the  effect  of  such 
judgment,  when  so  docketed,  shall  in  all  respects  be  the  same  as 
if  said  judgment  was  recovered  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  of 
a  town.  But  such  judgment  shall  be  a  lien  and  remain  in  force 
for  the  same  length  of  time  as  a  judgment  originally  recovered 
in  the  county  court.  In  any  civil  case,  the  city  court  of  James- 
town or  the  judge  thereof,  shall  render  judgment  and  it  must  be 
entered  in  the  docket  of  said  court  within  ten  days  after  the  case 
shall  have  been  submitted  for  final  decision,  unless  a  longer  period 
be  agreed  upon  by  all  parties  to  the  action  or  proceeding,  by  a 
stipulation  in  writing  or  in  open  court.  But  a  judgment  shall 
he  rendered  forthvdth  in  either  of  the  following  cases :  Where  the 
plaintiff  is  non-suited;  where  the  plaintiff  discontinues  or  with- 
draws his  action;  where  judgment  is. confessed;  where  a  verdict 
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is  rendered  by  a  jury  in  favor  of  either  party;  where  the  defend- 
ant is  in  custody  at  the  time  of  the  final  submission  of  the  cause; 
where  a  judgment  is  rendered  upon  an  offer  made  by  the  defendant 
and  duly  accepted. 

§  139.  a.  Counterclaims.  Where  the  defendant  in  an  action 
to  recover  damages  upon  or  for  breach  of  contract  neglects  to  inters 
pose  a  counterclaim  consisting  of  a  cause  of  action  in  his  favor  to 
recover  damages  for  like  cause,  which  might  have  been  allowed  to 
him  upon  the  trial  of  the  action,  and  which  does  not  exceed  two 
hundred  dollars,  he  and  every  person  deriving  title  thereto  are 
forever  thereafter  precluded  from  maintaining  an  action  to  recover 
the  same  or  any  part  thereof. 

b.  Counterclaims,  et  cetera.  In  cases  provided  for  in  section 
twenty-nine  hundred  and  forty-nine  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure, 
if  the  amount  of  the  counterclaim  established  exceeds  the  amount 
proven  by  the  plaintiff,  the  defendant  must  have  judgment  for  the 
excess,  or  so  much  thereof  as  is  due  from  the  plaintiff,  unless  it 
is  more  than  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  if  it  be  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars  the  city  court  must  pursue  the  same 
course  in  reference  to  the  same,  as  in  the  said  section  provided  for 
a  case  in  which  it  is  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

c.  Counterclaims  against  executors,  et  cetera.  Sections  five 
hundred  and  five  and  five  hundred  and  six  of  the  code  of  civil 
procedure  shall  r.pply  to  a  counterclaim  in  an  action  against  a 
person  sued  in  a  representative  capacity,  or  in  favor  of  an  execu- 
tor or  administrator,  except  that  the  defendant  cannot  take  judg- 
ment against  the  plaintiff  upon  a  counterclaim  for  a  sum  exceed- 
ing one  thousand  dollars  and  costs,  and  section  twenty-nine  hun- 
dred and  forty-six  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  shall  not  apply  to 
actions  in  said  city  court. 

d.  Accounts  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars.  Where  upon  the 
trial  of  an  action,  the  sum  total  of  the  accounts  of  both  parties 
proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  tlie  city  court  judge,  exceed  two 
thousand  dollars,  judgment  of  discontinuance  must  be  rendered 
against  the  plaintiff  with  costs,  and  section  twenty-nine  hundred 
and  fifty  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  shall  not  be  applicable  to 
the  said  city  court 

e.  Summons  and  procedure.  The  sununons,  the  form  thereof, 
and  the  time  within  which  the  same  shall  be  returnable,  and  all 
other  process,  the  service  of  process,  appearances,  practice,  plead- 
ings, exhibiting  accounts  or  demands,  amendments,  adjournments^ 
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trial  by  court  or  jury,  obtaining  jury,  offers  to  compromise, 
offers  of  judgment  and  the  effect  thereof,  judgments  by  confea- 
sion  or  otherwise,  and  the  rendering  and  docketing  of  the  same, 
appeals,  fees,  costs,  disbursements,  and  the  imprisonment  and 
discharge  of  judgment  debtors,  shall  in  all  matters,  except  as 
herein  provided,  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  the  code  of  civil 
procedure  for  justices'  courts,  except  that  section  twenty-eight 
hundred  and  ninety-three  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  shall  not 
apply  to  or  govern  proceedings  in  the  city  court.  Bastardy  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  governed  in  all  matters  of  practice,  including 
appeals,  and  in  all  the  proceedings  therein  and  relating  thereto 
by  the  provisions  of  the  code  of  criminal  procedure,  and  the  said 
judge  and  the  said  court  shall  have  the  same  duties,  powers  and 
jurisdiction  as  justices  of  the  peace  in  towns  and  their  courts, 
together  with  the  further  powers  and  jurisdiction  by  this  act 
conferred,  except  as  herein  provided. 

£  Appearance  of  parties.  Actions  and  proceedings  in  said 
court  shall  be  instituted,  prosecuted  or  defended  only  by  the  party 
thereto  or  by  and  through  an  attorney  and  counselor-at-law  of  the 
courts  of  this  state.  For  the  purpose  of  the  allowance  of  addi- 
tional costs  as  provided  by  section  one  hundred  and  forty-four  of 
this  act,  a  party  shall  be  deemed  to  have  appeared  by  attorney 
upon  the  service  of  a  copy  of  a  pleading  subscribed  by  his  attorney 
upon  the  adverse  party,  or  upon  the  filing  of  a  pleading,  notice  of 
special  appearance  or  other  paper  subscribed  by  his  attorney, 
required  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  the  code  of  civil  pro- 
cedure. 

g.  Adjournments.  The  court  must,  upon  the  application  of 
the  plaintiff,  grant  a  second  or  subsequent  adjournment  of  the 
trial  of  the  action,  upon  proof,  by  his  own  oath  or  otherwise,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  court,  that  he  cannot  safely  proceed  for 
want  of  some  material  testimony  or  witness,  and  that  he  has  used 
due  diligence  to  obtain  the  testimony  or  witness.  If  the  defend- 
ant has  been  arrested  a  second  or  subsequent  adjournment  shall 
not  be  made  without  the  consent  of  the  defendant.  But  the  court 
may,  as  a  condition  of  granting  such  adjournment,  require  that 
the  plaintiff  pay  to  the  defendant  the  legal  fees  of  defendant's 
witnesses,  duly  subpoenaed  for  that  day,  and  not  exceeding  two 
dollars  in  addition  thereto,  or  such  part  of  such  additional  sum 
as  he  may  deem  just.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city  court 
judgment  any  action  or  proceeding  may  be  adjourned  after  issue 
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is  joined  by  a  stipulation  in  writing,  signed  by  the  parties  or 
their  attorneys,  and  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  court. 

h.  Service  of  papers.  The  summons  or  summons  and  com- 
plaint may  be  served  by  any  person  qualified  to  serve  such  papers 
in  an  action  in  a  court  of  record,  and  when  service  is  made  by 
any  person  other  than  a  constable,  proof  of  service  shall  be  made 
as  in  a  court  of  record. 

i.  Pleadings.  The  pleadings  in  said  court  shall  be  in  writ- 
ing and  shall  be  subscribed  by  the  parties  or  their  attorneys,  and 
shall  be  filed  forthwith,  or  within  such  time  as  the  city  court 
judge  shall  designate.  The  complaint  may  be  verified  in  the 
manner  and  with  the  same  effect  as  provided  by  the  code  of  civil 
procedure  for  the  verification  of  pleadings  in  courts  of  record, 
and  in  an  action  commenced  by  summons  may,  at  the  option  of 
the  plaintiff  or  his  attorney,  be  served  therewith.  When  the 
complaint  is  so  verified,  the  subsequent  pleadings,  excepting  a 
demurrer,  and  the  answer  of  a  guardian  ad  litem  for  infant 
defendant,  shall  be  likewise  verified  as  in  a  court  of  record,  m 
default  whereof  they  shall  be  disregarded.  In  all  actions  speci- 
fied in  section  four  htmdred  and  twenty  of  the  code  of  civil  pro- 
cedure, where  the  complaint  is  so  verified  and  a  copy  of  the  same 
is  served  with  the  summons,  and  defendant  fails  to  answer  said 
complaint  as  hereinbefore  provided,  at  the  time  of  the  return  of 
said  sunmaons,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  admitted  the  allegations 
of  the  complaint  as  true,  and  the  court  shall,  upon  filing  the 
summons  and  complaint,  with  due  proof  of  the  service  thereof, 
enter  judgment  for  the  said  plaintiff  and  against  the  defendanx, 
for  the  amount  demanded  in  such  complaint,  with  costs  without 
further  proof. 

j.  Rules.  The  city  court  judge  may,  from  time  to  time, 
establish  such  rules  of  practice  for  said  court  as  he  may  deem 
necessary,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act  or  with  the  code  of  civil 
procedure,  which  rules  shall  govern  the  practice  of  said  court. 
The  rules  so  established  shall,  before  they  become  operative,  be 
approved  by  the  Chautauqua  county  judge,  and  a  copy  thereof 
filed  in  the  county  clerk's  office  in  the  county  of  Chautauqua,  the 
city  clerk's  oflSce  of  the  city  of  Jamestown,  and  be  published  for 
at  least  one  week  in  the  newspaper  designated  by  the  common 
council  of  the  city  of  Jamestown  as  the  official  paper. 

§  140-a.  Appeals.  Appeals  may  be  taken  to  the  county  court 
from  judgment  rendered  in  said  city  court  the  same  as  from  judg- 
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ments  rendered  by  justicesof  the  peace,  except  that  a  new  trial  can- 
not be  had  in  the  county  court  Appeals  may  also  be  taken  to  the 
county  court  from  any  order  of  the  city  court  judge  or  any  judg- 
ment rendered  by  him  within  twenty  days  from  the  date  of  entry 
and  filing  thereof.  Costs  required  to  be  paid  to  perfect  the 
appeal  under  section  thirty  hundred  and  forty-seven  of  the  code 
of  civil  procedure,  shall  not  include  the  additional  costs  as  here- 
inafter provided  by  this  act,  but  upon  the  affirmance  of  said  judg- 
ment or  order  on  appeal,  such  costs  may  be  included  therein. 

b.  Defaults.     In  actions  in  said  court  the  city  court  judge 
shall  have  power  to  open  defaults  and  set  aside  judgment  rendered 
and  entered  therein  and  executions  issued  thereon,  upon  such 
terms  as  may  be  just,  in  a  case  where  either  party  shall  fail  to 
appear  on  the  return  day  of  the  process,  or  on  any  adjourned  day, 
and  the  party  in  default  satisfactorily  excuses  his  default;  but 
no  greater  terms  shall  be  imposed  than  the  payment  of  the  costs 
included  in  the  judgment,  and  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  oppos- 
ing the  motion.     The  application  therefor  shall  be  founded  upon 
affidavit  and  shall  be  made  within  twenty  days  from  the  entry  of 
such  judgment.     Upon  presentation  of  such  application,  the  city 
court  judge  shall  issue  an  order  returnable  in  not  less  than  five 
days  nor  more  than  eight  days,  requiring  the  party  in  whose 
favor  judgment  was  rendered  to  show  cause,  if  any,  why  said 
judgment  should  not  be  set  aside.     A  copy  of  said  order  and  of 
the  papers  upon  which  the  same  was  granted  shall  be  served  upon 
the  party  in  whose  favor  judgment  was  rendered,  or  his  attorney, 
if  one  shall  have  appeared  in  the  action  not  leas  than  three  days 
prior  to  the  return  day  thereof.     Pending  such  application  and 
the  determination  thereof,  the  city  court  judge  may  stay  proceed- 
ings upon  such  judgment  or  any  execution  which  shall  have  been 
issued.     When  a  judgment  shall  be  set  aside  the  action  shall 
proceed  as  though  no  judgment  had  been  rendered.     The  judg- 
ment or  an  execution  issued  thereon  by  the  city  court  judge  or 
out  of  city  court,  and  levy  made  thereunder,  may  in  his  discretion 
be  allowed  to  stand  as  security  for  the  satisfaction  of  any  judg- 
ment the  plaintiff  may  finally  recover.     Parties  moving  in  the 
county  court  to  open  default  or  obtain  a  new  trial  in  said  city 
court  in  cases  where  a  motion  might  have  been  made  in  said  city 
court,  as  in  this  section  provided,  shall  show  that  no  application 
wag  made  in  the  said  city  court.     Where  a  transcript  of  judg- 
ment has  been  filed  in  the  Chautauqua  county  clerk's  office,  the 
city  court  judge  shall  have  power  to  direct  that  such  judgment 
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be  cancelled  on  the  books  of  the  county  clerk,  and  upon  the  service 
of  such  order  upon  an  officer  having  the  enforcement  of  such  judg- 
ment, proceedings  for  the  enforcement  thereof  shall  be  stayed 
accordingly. 

§  141.  Persons  not  disqualified.  No  person  shall  be  incom- 
petent as  judge,  witness  or  juror  in  any  action  or  proceeding 
in  said  court  in  which  the  city  of  Jamestown  is  an  interested 
party  by  reason  of  his  being  an  inhabitant,  freeholder  or  tax- 
payer in  said  city. 

§  142.  Territorial  jurisdiction.  Said  court  shall  have  territorial 
jurisdiction  within  the  county  of  Chautauqua  as  justices'  courts  of 
towns,  and  all  process  or  papers  issued  by  the  judge,  clerk  or  court 
may  be  executed  and  served  anywhere  within  the  county  of  Chau- 
tauqua, and  all  process  and  papers  may  be  directed  to  and  served 
by  any  constable  within  said  county  or  by  the  sheriff  of  said  county 
or  any  of  his  deputies,  except  that  a  summons  or  summons  and 
complaint  may  be  served  by  any  person  authorized  by  law  to  serve 
a  summons  issued  out  of  the  supreme  court.  The  fees  therefor, 
for  services  within  the  city  of  Jamestown,  shall  be  fifty  cents  for 
each  person  served,  and  for  each  mile  actually  traveled  outside  of 
the  limits  of  the  said  city  the  additional  sum  of  four  cents  per 
mile  one  way  to  the  place  where  said  service  is  made. 

§  143.  a.  Contempts.  The  judge  of  the  city  court  while  court 
is  in  session  shall  have  the  same  power  to  preserve  order  and 
punish  for  contempts  committed  in  his  court  as  are  possessed  by 
courts  of  record. 

b.  Trial.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  the  city  court  to 
charge  the  jury  on  questions  of  law  whenever  required  by  any 
party  or  attorn^  to  the  action,  and  his  charge  and  refusal  to 
charge  shall  be  subject  to  objection  and  exception.  The  court, 
shall  have  power  in  an  action  tried  by  a  jury  to  direct  a  verdict 
except  one  of  guilty  in  a  criminal  action.  The  judge  shall  have 
power  to  grant  a  new  trial  of  an  action  or  proceedings  for  any 
of  the  reasons  specified  in  section  nine  hundred  and  ninety-nine 
of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  upon  such  terms  as  he  may  deem 
just,  but  a  motion  for  new  trial  upon  the  minutes  must  be  made 
within  five  days  after  judgment  is  entered. 

c.  Fees.  In  any  civil  action  or  proceeding  brought  in  said 
court  there  shall  be  paid  the  same  fees  as  now  allowed  by  section 
thirty-three  hundred  and  twenty-two  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure 
for  justices  of  the  peace,  except  that  a  fee  for  a  summons,  order 
of  arrest,  warrant  of  attachment,  or  for  a  requisition  in  an  action 
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for  a  chattel,  shall,  where  the  amount  demanded  in  the  complaint 
does  not  exceed  fifty  dollars,  be  fifty  cents ;  and  where  the  amount 
demanded  in  the  complaint  exceeds  fifty  dollars,  such  iae  shall  be 
one  dollar;  and  also  except  that  the  fee  to  be  paid  for  the  trial 
of  the  action  shall  be  as  follows :  Hearing  of  plaintiff's  testimony 
when  the  defendant  does  not  appear,  fifty  cents;  for  the  trial  of 
demurrer,  fifty  cents;  for  the  trial  of  an  issue  of  fact  where  the 
defendant  appears,  for  each  half  day  or  part  thereof  consumed, 
one  dollar.  At  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  any  civil  action 
or  special  proceeding  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  judge  or  clerk 
of  said  court,  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  fees  in  such  action 
or  proceeding,  the  sum  of  two  dollars;  and  thereafter  the  judge 
or  clerk  of  said  court  shall  require  the  prepayment  of  all  fees, 
and  all  money  paid  to  said  court  or  clerk  for  fines  or  for  fees, 
except  money  to  be  paid  for  jury  fees  or  for  the  service  of  papers, 
shall  be  turned  over  to  the  city  treasurer  each  week  and  receipt 
taken  therefor. 

§  144.  Costs  and  allowances.  In  all  civil  actions  and  proceed- 
ings the  successful  party  shall  tax  and  recover  all  fees  paid  by  him 
or  which  he  will  necessarily  incur.  In  addition  thereto  there  shall 
be  allowed  to  a  party  in  case  he  has  appeared  by  an  attorney  of  the 
supreme  court,  and  not  otherwise,  the  following  sums  as  costs: 

SL  For  all  proceedings  before  trial,  including  judgment  for  plain- 
tiff upon  default,  in  case  the  amount  of  recovery  be  fifty  dollars 
or  less,  to  the  plaintiff,  three  dollars ;  in  case  the  recovery  be  more 
than  fifty  dollars  and  not  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
five  dollars;  in  case  the  recovery  is  more  than  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  and  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  seven  dollars; 
in  case  the  recovery  be  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  and  not 
more  than  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  ten  dollars;  and  in 
all  other  cases,  twelve  dollars. 

b.  If  judgment  be  for  plaintiff  otherwise  than  upon  default, 
an  additional  sum  equal  to  ten  per  centum  of  the  recovery,  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

c-  If  the  plaintiff  recover  judgment  in  an  action  for  the  recovery 
of  one  or  more  chattels,  the  foregoing  sums,  allowed  as  additional 
costs,  shall  be  estimated  upon  the  value  of  such  chattels,  as  assessed 
by  the  court  or  jury. 

d.  To  the  defendant,  if  a  judgment  be  rendered  in  his  favor, 
by  default,  in  a  case  where  the  amount  demanded  in  the  complaint 
is  fifty  dollars  or  less,  three  dollars ;  in  a  case  where  the  amount 
demanded  in  the  complaint  is  more  than  fifty  dollars,  and  not 
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more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  five  dollars;  in  a  case 
where  the  amount  demanded  in  the  complaint  is  more  than  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars, 
seven  dollars;  in  a  case  where  the  amount  demanded  in  the  com- 
plaint is  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  not  more  than  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  ten  dollars ;  in  a  case  where  the  amount 
demanded  in  the  complaint  is  more  than  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  twelve  dollars;  and  where  there  is  no  complaint  served 
or  filed,  three  dollars. 

e.  If  judgment  be  rendered  for  the  defendant,  after  trial,  to  the 
defendant,  ten  per  centum  upon  the  amount  claimed  in  the  com- 
plaint, not  exceeding,  however,  twenty-five  dollars. 

f.  A  defendant  who  recovers  judgment  upon  a  counterclaim 
shall  be  allowed  ten  per  centum  on  the  amount  so  recovered,  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars ;  and  in  such  case  he  shall  be  allowed 
no  other  costs,  except  his  disbursements. 

g.  No  costs  or  fees  shall  be  allowed  and  recovered  in  an  action 
brought  upon  a  judgment  of  a  court  of  this  state,  unless  such  action 
is  brought  more  than  five  years  after  the  recovery  of  the  judgment 
sued  on. 

h.  Costs  upon  a  motion  in  any  action  or  proceeding,  not  exceed- 
ing five  dollars,  may  be  awarded  either  absolutely  or  to  abide  the 
event  of  the  action  or  proceeding  to  any  party,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court  or  judge.  Such  costs  may  be  included  in  the  final 
judgment,  or  if  not  so  included,  may  be  enforced  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  seven  hundred  and  seventy-five  of 
the  code  of  civil  procedure. 

§  145.  a.  Election  of  judges.  At  the  annual  election  to  be  held 
in  the  city  of  Jamestown,  in  March,  nineteen  hundred  and 
eighteen,  there  shall  be  elected  a  judge  of  the  city  court  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  city  officers  are  elected,  and  the  person  so 
elected  shall  take  his  office  on  the  Monday  first  succeeding  the

The  city  court  judge  shall  be  an 
attorney  and  counselor  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  state  of  New 
York,  of  not  less  than  five  years'  standing,  and  a  resident  elector 
of  the  city  of  Jamestown,  and  shall  not  hold  any  other  elective 
or  appointive  office. 

c.  Salary,  bond,  et  cetera.  The  city  court  judge  elected  or 
appointed  as  provided  in  this  act,  shall  receive  a  salary  of  twenty- 
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four  hundred  dollars  a  year,  payable  monthly,  and  shall,  before 
entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  take  the  oath  of  office 
prescribed  by  law®  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  city  of  Jamestown,  and  shall  also  execute  and  file  with  the 
said  clerk,  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the  mayor  and  common  council,  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

d.  Vacancies;  how  filled.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in 
the  office  of  judge  of  the  city  court,  the  same  shall  be  filled  at  the 
next  annual  election,  and  the  person  so  elected,  shall  hold  office  for 
the  term  of  four  years,  provided,  however,  that  until  the  first 
Monday  succeeding  the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  subsequent  to  said 
election  said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of  some  duly 
qualified  and  competent  person  by  the  mayor  of  said  city  of 
Jamestown. 

e.  Acting  city  judge,  designation  of,  et  cetera;  compensation.

He  shall 
also  have  power  to  engage  another  clerk  from  time  to  time,  to 
serve  in  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  regular  clerk.  The  clerk 
and  each  temporary  clerk  during  the  period  of  his  employment

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  one  hundred  and  sixty-six  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  eighty-two  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-two,  entitled  "  An  act  to  incorporate  the  cily  of  Mount 
Vernon,"  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  a  new  subdivision 
to  be  known  as  subdivision  seven-a,  to  read  as  follows: 

7-a.  To  borrow  money  upon  temporary  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness for  the  purpose  of  financing  contracts  for  public  improve- 
ments the  cost  of  which  may  be  directly  assessed  in  whole  or  in

At  the  end  of  the  period  for  which  the  composite  sample  is  being 
taken  such  corporation,  association  or  person  shall  tender  same  to 
the  producer  thereof  or  to  his  authorized  agent  and  give  such  pro- 
ducer, or  his  said  authorized  agent,  the  choice  of  one  of  the  two 
composite  samples  so  taken.  Such  producer  is  hereby  permitted 
to  send  such  duplicate  composite  sample  so  received  to  the  head 
of  the  department  of  dairy  industry  of  the  college  of  agricnlture 
at  Cornell  University  within  ten  days  from  the  receipt  therecif. 
properly  marked  for  identification,  and  shall  accompany  same  with 
his  name  and  post  office  address.  Such  department  head  shall 
cause  such  sample  to  be  tested  for  the  per  centum  of  milk  fat  and 
shall  send  a  report  of  such  test  to  the  producer  from  whom  it  was 
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received  within  ten  days,  or  as  soon  theieafter  as  possible.  *Cor- 
porations,  associations  or  persons  hereafter  testing  samples  of  milk 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  reseal  the  remaining 
portion  of  the  composite  sample  from  which  the  test  was  made,  to 
determine  the  value  of  the  milk  bought  from  producers,  and  keep 
the  same  for  at  least  ten  days  after  the  making  of  such  test  for  the 
purpose  of  permitting  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  or  his  duly 
authorized  representative  to  examine  and  test  the  same. 

Any  person  testing  milk  or  cream  by  the  Babcock  method  where 
the  result  of  such  test  is  used  as  a  basis  for  payment,  or  for  offi- 
cial inspection,  or  for  public  record,  shall  first  obtain  from  the 
commissioner  of  agriculture  a  license  to  do  such  testing.  Such 
license  shall  be  granted  upon  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral 
character  and  the  ability  to  make  such  tests  based  upon  satisfac- 
torily passing  an  examination  set  by  the  commissioner  of  agri- 
culture. Such  examination  shall  be  based  upon  methods  for  mak- 
ing the  Babcock  test  as  outlined  by  the  New  York  state  college  of 
agriculture  and  the  commissioner  of  agriculture.  Licenses  granted 
under  this  section  shall  be  revocable  by  the  commissioner  of  agri- 
culture npon  evidence  of  dishonesty,  incompetency  or  inaccuracy.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  seven  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-seven 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  entitled  "An  act  to 
incorporate  the  Hyde  Park  Fire  Department  in  Dutchess  county," 
as  amended  hy  chapter  four  hundred  and  one  of  the  laws  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  one,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  to  subdivision 
three  thereof  a  new  paragraph,  to  be  paragraph  e  to  read  as 
follows :

Subdivision  one  of  section  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
six  of  chapter  six  hundred  and  forty-seven  of  the  laws  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  eleven,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  conservation 
of  land,  forests,  waters,  parks,  hydraulic  power,  fish  and  game,
